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B.C. doubling gas export price again 



Rhodes 

. won't share 


(Governor upset , hints heavy tanker traffic 


VANCOUVER (CP) - The 
B.C. Energy Commission said 
Friday it will more than dou¬ 
ble the export price of natural 
gas. 

The price of natural gas to 
B.C. customers could also be 
doubled depending on how the 
export increase is arrived at. 

The surprise bid for higher 
rates followed a statement by 
James Rhodes, chairman of 
the crown’s B.C. Petroleum 
Corp., that B.C. does not in¬ 
tend to share anticipate^ 
short natural gas supplies 
with its customers in the 
United Slates this winter. 

But Rhodes said the prov¬ 
ince would do what it can to 


find other ways of increasing 
tlie supply to the U.S. 

Rhodes’ statement upset 
Washington Governor Dan 
Evans, who said Friday oil 
tanker traffic along the West 


Coast would be increased if 
B.C. refuses to share its natu¬ 
ral gas with his state. 

Evans, in Vancouver to 
address the Washington Bar 
Association's annual conven¬ 


tion. said the pending winter 
shortage poses a serious prob¬ 
lem for many industries and 
could result in a major cut¬ 
back in employment In the 
state. 


He said he can understand 
B.C.'s “desire to maintain its 
previous levels,” but said he 
expected the province to live 
up to its contractural obliga¬ 
tions with Washington. 


Oil exporters hike royalties, taxes

VIENNA — The world’s major oil exporting 
cotin trie* decided Friday to raise their revenues 
for the fourth quarter of this year, beginning Oct. 
I, by imposing a 3^4-per-cent increase on royal¬ 
ties and taxes paid by international oil companies. 


The decision will raise the cost of a barrel of oil by 
about 33 cents. 

The oil exporting countries contend that such 
increases should be absorbed by the oil companies 
out of their profits and not he passed on to con¬ 
sumers. But oil companies indicated the consumer 
would pay about a cent-a-galion more for gasoline 
and heating oil. 


“We will want to ensure 
that where there is a short¬ 
age, the reduced production 
will be shared,” he said. 

The governor said If sup¬ 
plies from B.C. do not offset 
shortages In the state, the 
only alternative is to Increase 
tanker traffic from Alaska. 

Rhodes, returning from 
talks in Ottawa with federal 
Energy Minister Donald Mac¬ 
donald. said it is not his In¬ 
terpretation of the meeting 
that B.C. consumers will have 
to “share” any short supplies 
with U.S. consumers.

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Gunmen hold 
nine hostages 
to free mate 
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THE HAGUE (CP) — A 
Japanese Red Army revolu¬ 
tionary was flown from a 
Paris prison to the Nether¬ 
lands Friday night as de¬ 
manded by gunmen holding 
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on the night ferry 
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French Ambassador Count 
Jacques Senard and eight 
other hostages in the French 
Embassy. 

Shortly after the man's ar¬ 
rival In Amsterdam, the three 
gunmen release^ one of the 
hostages, a Dutch girl secre¬ 
tary, the French state radio 
in Paris said. 

Reports from Tokyo said 
two of the gunmen were Japa¬ 
nese and the third an Arab. 

The revolutionary flown 
from Paris is a man known as 
Yutaka Furuya who has re¬ 
fused to disclose his true 
name. He was arrested in 
July at Orly airport with 
counterfeit dollars and coded 
orders to kidnap Japanese 
diplomats and businessmen, 
and was held in the Same 
prison in Paris. 

A police spokesman in Paris 
confirmed the man was heing 
laken to The Hague “as far as 
we know here, to he ex¬ 
changed for the hostages.”

Trade retaliation

IjOS ANGELES (AP) — The SR-71 
spy plane Blackbird beat the sun Friday 
from l^ondon to Los Angeles covering 
5.645 miles and seven time zones in three 
hours and 47 minutes. 

The flight caused a sonic boom felt 
over a wide area. The boom was felt 
when the plane arrived here, and police 
in suburban Altadena, Pasadena, Glen¬ 
dale and other cities reported scores of 
telephone calls. 

There was no official speed record to 
heat for the route. The SR-71 will be the 


record if it is certified by the Federation 
Aensiautique Internationale, the accre¬ 
diting organization for aviation records. 

The average ground speed was 1,480 
miles an hour with the aircraft piloted 
by Capt. Harold Adams, 31, from Albu¬ 
querque, N.M.

Maximum penalty on the 
two counts could have been a 
fine of $35,000, three years in 
jail and forfeiture of the en¬ 
tire bond. 

Questioning during Ihe four- 
da;; trial by Kier and defence 
lawyer Alan Patterson had 
eentred on the reliability of 
Canadian services' plotting 
and on the Japanese location 
equipment. 

Ostler said he was satisfied 
the evidence showed “careful 
checking by responsible” Ca¬ 
nadian seamen and airmen 
while the Japanese equipment 
could have been more effec¬ 
tive. 

He said ltoh and the only 
other defence witness, chief 
officer Takashi I to, showed 
“overconfidence” in their ex¬ 
perience and familiarity with 
the area “and insufficient re¬ 
liance upon acceptable navi¬ 
gation aids properly used.” 

Kier asked for forfeiture of 
the trawler’s gear as well as 


the fish cargo because “a fla¬ 
grant violation” of Canadian 
fishing limits was Involved, 
but Ostler declined any order 
on the gear.

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VANCOUVER (CP) — Re¬ 
taliation among world trading 
nations because of restrictive 
trade policies "would provoke 
economic anarchy,” Finance 
Minister John Turner said 
Friday. 

He made the comment et a 
news conference after telling 
the Vancouver Men’s Canadi¬ 
an Club that fiscal restraining 
actions of individual nations 
would have a snowballing ef¬ 
fect on a world economy that 
is already depressed. 

The minister said individual 
governments 8 re no longer in 
a vacuum and what they do 
collectively to combat infla¬ 
tion “would have a contagious 
effect” on the world economy 
as a whole. 

There is a n&d for more 
economic co-ordination and 
consultation among nations; 
world trade should be more 
liberal, and the International 
Monetary Fund, now adminis¬ 
tered by technocrats, should 
have more political clout. 

This is tl(e message TYtmer 
said he will take to Common¬ 
wealth and other finance min¬ 
isters before the IMF meeting 
in Washington next month. 

The minister said Canada 
“is very vulnerable In terms 
of the world economy ... we 
can’t Isolate ourselves.” 

Turner said inflation will 
lake longer to beat than origi¬ 
nally anticipated and asked 
Canadians to “muster a great 
deal of self-discipline and self- 
restraint in the next 12 
months to two years/’ 

He said although there Is a 



lot of “underlying strength in 
the economy,” a new look 
should he taken at the Mew 
that wage agreements which 
provide for cost-of-living in¬ 
creases are highly infla¬ 
tionary. 

“It may well be that con¬ 
tracts providing for reason¬ 
able protection against cost- 
of-living increases are consid¬ 
erably less inflationary In fact 
than those that build in very 
large wage increases on an 
assumption of continuing 
rapid inflation,” he said.

Beryl sweet-talks hoarders 


OTTAWA (CP) — Beryl Plumptre, chair¬ 
man of the food prices review board, has de¬ 
nied reports of a sugar shortage in Canada. 

“There is absolutely no reason for panic 
buying and hoarding by consumers.” Mrs. 
Plumptre said in a news release Friday. 

She said the hoard conducted inquiries 
into lhe availability of sugar following “a 
rash of ’scare’ stories carried in Ihe media 


recently about the possibility of shortages 
and wildly unrealistic prices.” 

Mrs. Plumptre criticized consumers who 
had stocked up on sugar In anticipation of 
shortages and higher prices. 

“I have been assured by those closest to 
tWe sugar trade in Canada that we have 
ample sugar stocks and people who say 
sugar is going lo a dollar a poiyid next 
week are being irresponsible.” 


(iovemment documents 
show the new administration 
authorized spending up to

federal and provincial govern¬ 
ments but Ottawa’s concern is 
a principle basic to confedera¬ 
tion. 

“If the federal government 
Is to fulfil its fundamental re¬ 
sponsibility o f providing 
equality of opportunity 
throughout this country, we 
simply cannot allow its access 
to any major source of reve¬ 
nue to be usurped by provin¬ 
cial action.” he said.

1.000 cubic fret is 
selling for 61 cents. 

A. Hepworth. acting direc¬ 
tor of resource management 
at the commission, said nego¬ 
tiations are underway to in¬ 
crease the price in the export 
contract.

If these negotiations fail. 
B.C will invoke the 105 per 
cent clause of the export con¬ 
tract as it did last November 
when the price of gas went to 
61 cents from 31. 

This clause says export cus¬ 
tomers must pay 105 per cent 
of the domestic price. 

If this clause was invoked, 
the domestic price would have 
1o be raised to $1.28 in order 
to nbtain an export price of 
$1.35. 

An increase to $1.35 would 
bring in an additional $200 
million annually or about $3 
billion over the life of the ex¬ 
port contract which expires in 
1989 . 

Commission chairman An¬ 
drew Thompson said he ex¬ 
pected that, if the 105 per cent 
clause is invoked, the provin¬ 
cial government would act to 
relieve domestic customers 


by rebates or some other 
means. 

Hepworth said negotiations 
between B.C. Petroleum Cor¬ 
poration and Northwest Pipe¬ 
line Corp. could result in an 
export price slightly lower 
than $1.35. 

He said a negotiated settle¬ 
ment would mean the domes¬ 
tic price would not have to be 
increased. 

“We’re very hopeful they 
will reach a settlement,” he 
said. “But we’re declaring our 
intention to declare the 105- 
per-cent clause if necessary.” 

The documents filed with the 
NEB say that B.C.'s policy is 
to ensure B.C. requirements 
for gas are fully met and the 
export price is "just and rea¬ 
sonable."

The patient 
lies on it. with his head at the 
lower end. for a few minutes 
four or five times a day to let 
the matter in the bronchial 
tubes dram toward the mouth 
so it can be coughed out.

Let’s take action

TORONTO i CP i Cana¬ 
ria’s provincial premiers 
asked Friday for an invitation 
from l*rime Minister Trudeau 
for a meeting to consider 
ways for the federal and pro¬ 
vincial governments to “take 
co-operative action on tht* 
major economic issues facing 
Canada today." 

The premiers want a pri¬ 
vate discussion to be held be¬ 
fore Ihe federaf government 
brings down its next budget. 

Discussions at the 15th an¬ 
nual premiers conference, 
which wound up Friday, pro¬ 
duced a communique in which 
(he premiers-said they believe 
the country faces three basic 
economic challenges. 

Those are to “sustain public 
confidence in the economy, 
reduce the persistent and 
serious rate of price increases 
and 1o maintain an adequate 
rate of job creation." 


The provincial leaders also 
unanimously claimed their rc- 
»p<>nsihility for mining taxes 
and oil and gas royalties 
derived from provincial ow¬ 
nership or resources. 

They said the federal gov¬ 
ernment's decision to make 
p r ovine ial royalties non- 
deductible in determining fed¬ 
eral income tax is "contrary 
to the spirit of Confedera¬ 
tion.’’ 

Prime Minister Trudeau 
said Thursday if there was a 
formal request from ihe pre¬ 
miers for such a meeting he 
would consider it, but felt no 
such conference was needed 
at this lime. 

Trudeau’s first reaction to 
the idea was that it was 
“probably-an avowal of impo- 
lonce" hy the premiers. 
“They don’t want to take 
lough measures and so they 
are hoping Ottawa will."

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Citizens’ armies 


r tE FORMATION of citizens’ armies brings into 
sharp focus the turmoil that is Britain today. 
Never before has the country been so divided, and 
the possibility of armed conflict among the people 
is not as far-fetched as it may sound. 

Lord Denning, head of the British Civil Court 
of Appeal, said it all in a public lecture during a 
recent visit to Vancouver: rule of law in Britain is 
in greater peril than it has been for 200 years. 

The highlv-respected jurist laid most of- the 
blame for the touch-and-go situation to the power 
that the trade union movement has been able to 
attain. Through threats of calling general strikes 
unions have all but taken over control of the 
country. 

This has brought about the formation of vol¬ 
unteer forces, of citizens opposed to union subver¬ 
sion and dedicated to restoring power to govern¬ 
ment through what amounts to strikebreaking. 

Two retired, high-ranking military men are 
spearheading the recruiting of the anti-union forces 
which was the subject of a Page 5 article from Lon¬ 


don in this newspaper at the beginning of the 
month. Col. David Stirling and Gen. Sir Walter 
Walker, the former Second World War espionage 
expert and the latter an ex-commander of NATO 
forces, apparently are having little difficulty find¬ 
ing volunteers in their "calls to arms." 

There is no question that the two army men 
are deadly serious in their plans, which is worrying 
the politicians to the point where the Conservative 
Party is talking about forming its own citizens’ 
group “for home defence and duties in aid of the 
civil power.” The Tories see the danger of blood¬ 
shed and seek to take the initiative on the law-and- 
order issue away from military men. 

The minority Labor government has attacked 
the Stirling-Walker forces as "nazi-like factions 
who are trying to overthrow democratic govern¬ 
ment.” 

There would appear to be no foundation for 
such a charge and the only thing that can be said is 
that no one in troubled Britain is trying to laugh 
off the critical state of affairs that is reflected in 
the formation of the citizens' armies. 


A watch on the waves 


A CCORDING TO AN ARTICLE by John Lear in 
^ Saturday Review-World, U.S. scientists will 
use a 2,000-mile stretch of the Pacific from south¬ 
ern California to the southern coast of Alaska as a 
"laboratory” to study wave action, starting with 
measurement of the height, speed and direction of 
waves in the Gulf of Alaska. 

The gulf waters will be studied for a veiy 
practical reason, Mr. Lear says: these waters will 
be plied by the big oil tankers carrying Alaskan oil 
to Pudget Sound, and "suspension of the enormous 


weight of these giant vessels between two wave tips 
could tear the ships apart and destroy millions of 
dollars worth of property, jeopardize hundreds of 
lives, and tragically mutilate the environment of 
the northwestern coast of this country." 

The western coast of Canada, too, of course. 

Possibly Mr. Lear is being unduly alarming, 
for collision and grounding seem to be the hazards 
most to be feared. But the study is commendable if 
it produces only the beginnings of wave-pattern 
forecasting, enabling ships to avoid the worst of 
seas. 


Radians and moles and teslas 


H OW MUCH OF WHAT is a kelvin? Or a mole? 

Or a candela? Or a newton? Or a pascal? 
Or a joule? Or a coulomb? Or a farad? Or a weber? 
Or a henry? Or a tesla? 

For that matter, what’s a radian or a stera- 
dian? 

To most older people, the meaning of these 
words is not going to be of great concern. But 
today’s young Canadians will need to become famil¬ 
iar with some of them—probably most of them. 
Such as the’first one, for instance. A Kelvin is one 
degree of temperature on the Celsius scale. That’s 
right—Celsius, not centigrade. 

Centigrade used to be the common word for it, 
according to a style guide issued by Canada’s Met¬ 
ric Commission, but in the metric system ofymca- 


surement which Canada is adopting, the Systeme 
International, the temperature scale that soon will 
replace Fahrenheit is called Celsius to avoid confu¬ 
sion with centigrade which is sometimes associated 
with angular measurement. (Angular measure¬ 
ment is where the radians and steradians come in, 
the first being units of plane angle and the second 
of solid angle, so the booklet says.) 

Maybe the metric system is not so simple after 
all, when the ramifications of terminology are 
taken into consideration. 

But worry not. One will soon learn that if one 
drives at more than 30 kmph in town the police are 
likely to come down on one like a tonne of bricks. 
That’s 1,000 kg. Except in a French text of Canadi¬ 
an origin, the guide warns, where it may mean 
2,000 pounds.

One oj the casualties of the 
palace revolt in Ethiopia is 
likely to be Robert Thompson, 
former Conservative MP from 
Alberta who was leader of the 
Social Credit Party before his 
own palace revolt led by Real 
Caouette made his position 
untenable. 

Now retired from politics. 
Bob Thompson was recently 
appointed honorary consul in 
Canada by his old friend Em¬ 
peror Haile Selassie, King of 
Kings and Conquering Lion of 
Judah. Thirty years ago 
Thompson, 4 teacher by pro¬ 
fession, was employed by Se¬ 
lassie to reorganize and mod¬ 
ernize the secondary school 
system in Ethiopia. But nnv 
that the Ethiopian army has 
overthrown Selassie, Thomp¬ 
son’s tenure in the Ethiopian 
diplomatic service has be¬ 
come tenuous. 

Yet Thompson will fate bet¬ 
tor than many of the emper¬ 
or’s friends whom the army 
either jailed or shot. 


Strange it is how the pendu¬ 
lum of politics swings. Less 
than a dozen years ago Bob 
Thompson defeated a govern¬ 
ment, forced an election, and 
changed the course of Canadi¬ 
an history. Had he not cast 
his party’s Commons votes 
with the Liberals and the 
NDP on that fateful night in 
February, 1963, John Diefen- 
baker might still be prime 
minister. 

Ironically, a few years later 
Thompson sought political 
sanctuary in the Conservative 
party that his action had con¬ 
demned to the wilderness.

Stanfield gave him asylum. 
After all, without Bob Thomp¬ 
son it’s likely that Stanfield 
would still he a provincial 
premier or perhaps only 
opposition leader in the Nova 
Scotia Legislature.

How to flush away 
the tourist dollar

The resumption of‘school means for 
many parents the end of a season that was 
punctuated at frequent hut irregular inter¬ 
vals with a pathetic wail from Ihe back seat 
of the car; "I have to go." This brings a 
groan from the driver and the equally pathet¬ 
ic response; "Why didn't you go when you 
had the chance?" 

But ibis is futile. Most children are tx> 
busy with other things to take stock of their 
internal capacities, or work out how many 
miles they can get to ihe gallon. And any¬ 
way, how- could they know that the adult 
world in Ontario has arranged these facilities 
in a way that strongly suggests unwillingness 
lo accept that people have to visit a toilet 
from time to time? 

It is a long, long way from C.Tochcmerle 
to Ontario in both miles and attitude. Far 
from taking a kind of civic pride in,public 
washroom facilities, the prevailing attitude 
appears 1 > lie one of denial In Ontario; a 
simple disinclination to offer the long-dis¬ 
tance driver any hope of relief beyond the oc¬ 
casional patch of shrubbery. 

★ ★ ★ 

The nearest public approach to recogni¬ 
tion or this inconvenient, fact of life is the in¬ 
sistence that places of refreshment must also 
offer the traveller washroom facilities. Tha 
general principle that you may use a 
washroom if you have a meal—may be loose¬ 


ly related to the other rule that says you can 
have a drink if you have a meal. Package 
deals. 

Whatever the law may say about the 
obligation of hotels and restaurants and ser¬ 
vice stations to provide washrooms, it evi¬ 
dently says very little about the condition in 
which they are to be kept. This will readily 
have heen inferred by anyone who has toured 
in Ontario this summer. With urgent need 
and revulsion in tight balance, the traveller 
wages a lonely struggle in a torment of in¬ 
decision. After all, he won the key (after hav¬ 
ing to ask Xor it) to this nauseating little 
room by choking down a coffee he didn't 
want or buying gasoline he did n »i really 
need. 


The thick c >atii.g of grime on the 
cracked washbasin: the suspicious-looking, 
unhinged toilet seat; the dirty roller towel, 
used recently by an army of automobile 
mechanics; the random scattering of tissues; 
ihe spiders -scani|>erii»g on scaling paint 
should we try to make it to the next oasis? 
No, probably not. It could be just’as bad as 
the one at hand. 

This sort of thing must undermine every 
dollar in the provincial tourism budget as 
well as creating the feeling in some Ontario 
residents that there are some parts of ihe 
province in which they would rather not 
stand -or sit.

Bedouins need only sheep

Yahkoub is the first to 
awake in his black Bedouin 
tent. Wrapping a coarse wool 
homspun cloak around his 
shoulders against the biting 
cold, he takes his rod and 
staff and hurries to the 
lambs. 

Over the Karun River a 
mist is rolling high. In the 
distance stretches the great' 
Mesopotamian Plain, perfectly 
flat, grassless, sand-poisoned, 
and sterile. The rains have 
been late and few. 

From the bramble-bush en¬ 
closure that serves as a 
sheepfold. the ewes are al¬ 
ready bleating for their 
young. The hungry lambs, 
kept inside an earthen hut at 
night, answer back in high- 
pitched chopjs. 

Yahkoub and his two older 
brothers, Husein and.Kazin, 
own just, over -100 sheep, 
which provide their meat, 
wool, and source of money for 
wheal, sugar, tea and a few 
other basic necessities. 

Yahkoub says: "if a man 
has enough sheep, he is in 
need of nothing more. Some 
Bedouins say we have too 
many sheep now, and every 
year, if the rains are few and 
the government irrigates 
more and more land to farm, 
there is less and less grass. 
But I say to them, ’Who gives 
the grass, you or Allah?’ ” 

To Yahkoub, the cultivators 
on the edge of the desert are 
his natural enemies, planting 
the ever-scarcer grasslands 
with their crops. Sometimes, 
if they find crushed or eaten 
grain where a sheep has 
strayed, they become angry. 
There are sometimes bitter 
struggles with the shepherds, 
and killings. 

This day. after a hasty 
breakfast of sweet tea and un¬ 
leavened bread. Yahkoub and 
his cousin Sherif hurry to 
catch up with the herd, which 
Yahkoub’s brother, Kazim. is 
driving along a dry canal bed 
between two wheatfields. 

Soon Yahkoub and Sherif 
have taught up and are run¬ 
ning hack and forth, trying to 
close up the herd and shoo 
forward laggards and strays. 

When they are gathered in. 
Yahkoub utters a high-pitched 
cry, the signal for them to 
stop and graze. Like all Be¬ 
douins. he can make a variety 
of sounds the sheep under¬ 
stand jnd obey. 

Then he takes a reed flute, 
saying, "They like music.” 

One ewe cannot keep up 
with the herd; she moves a 
few paces and falls to the 
earth. Yahkoub says she will 
deliver soon. 

A thunderstorm gathers, 
and a brilliant flash of light¬ 
ning illuminates the plain. At 
the same time rain begins to 
fall. 

"I/Ook! „The ewe!” Yahkoub 
exclaims.’Already it is giving 
birth, and Husein runs to aid 
the delivery, gently assisting 
a fleecy black lamb's arrival. 
The small creature shivers, 
wags its tail, and looks with 
Interest at the world around 
it. Yahknuh gives it to the 
ewe to tick clean. Then he 
wraps it in the folds of his 
• Inak. tucking It in carefully 
to keep it warm. 

The rain is soon oxer, and

Husein carries the lamb back 
to the encampment, the ewe 
following at his heels, while 
the two youths build a fire to 
dry their clothes. 

Yahkoub teases the two 
mangy sheep dogs which fol¬ 
low the herd and grapples 
with Sherif. The dogs jump 
about, barking and snapping 
their jaws, until the two 
youths fall to the ground 
laughing and wrestling. 

In a hurst of high spirits, 
they start to do handsprings. 
When Husein returns, he is 


angry to see such horseplay. 
He harshly tells them he is 
taking the flock into the dunes 
toward the ruined temple. He 
has heard there is grass 
there. 

As they climb steadily into 
the dunes, they find places 
where the grass and sand 
have been eroded by rains, 
and the earth is scattered 
with debris from ruins. There 
are shards of glazed blue and 
green pottery, pieces of bone 
so old they crumble in their 
fingers, and bits of black ob¬ 
sidian and colored glass. Yah¬ 
koub says to watch for tiny 
green copjjer coins, for these 
can he sold in the bazaars to 
be passed on to tourists in the 
cities. 

The dunes seem formed 
from great heaps of this 
debris, as if a vast city had 
once been .in this place. But 
where hail such wondrous 
peoule come from and where 
had they gone? 

Yahkoub and Sherif race 
each other to the top of the 
next dune, when they sudden¬ 
ly stop. There ahead above 
the dunes, its great mass pink 
in the bright sunshine against 
the green-streaked pastures 
at -its . base and the yellow- 


oohre sand, is the ruined tem¬ 
ple of Chogha ZanbiT. or 
"overturned basket" as the 
Bedouins call it. 

The great temple strikes 
1 awe in the two young shep¬ 
herds. as it does in everyone 
who beholds it, a great pyra¬ 
mid-shaped. 165-foot tower 
with its mist-wreathed top 
seemingly in the heavens. 

They hurry the sheep to- . 
ward the green grass below 
the temple. Then the two 
young Arabs stumble into the 
ruins of ancient Elam’s royal 
catacombs, preserved in the 
dry desert air about as they 
were almost 3,000 years be¬ 
fore when chariot-borne As¬ 
syrians came and massacred 
the entire populace of what 
had been a large city. 

Some 500 yards or so from 
the great temple itself, they 
come upon what must once 
have been a large palace. The 
walls of the foundations still 
stand, rising 20 feet into the 
air. and the stone floors are 
still intact. * 

"This place is very old," 
says Sherif. "Before the 
Pfophet Daniel. I don’t know 
how many years ago. The 
rooms are ell broken. Every¬ 
thing has fallen down.” ^ 

Yahkoub gives a cry of de¬ 
light. finding a fragment of 
|M»ttery with the imprirft of a 
human finger along the rim. 
He places his own finger over 
it. commenting. "These peo¬ 
ple were very big. Bigger 
than we are.” 

Ahead there are three long 
corridors, each with a steep 
staircase leading deep un¬ 
derground. 

'•Let’s go see.” 

"No, I don’t go down there. 
Too dangerous. Maybe 
wolves; hyenas.” 

But curiosity gets the better 
of them, and Sherif makes a 
torch of sagebrush to light 
their descent. The youths dis¬ 
cover three cavernous halls 
below, with high, arched ceil¬ 
ings and low-roofed corridors 
connecting them. The place 
has a foul smell, sickly sweet 
and rotten. 

In one vast chamber is an 
enormous slab of white mar¬ 
ble. in another three pits of 
ashes. As their torch scatters 
a trail of sparks in the last 
chamber. Yahkoub gasps, 
.lust visible in the gloom at 
the far end is a great table 
surrounded by large, throne¬ 
like chairs. In the eerie torch¬ 
light it is easy to imagine fig¬ 
ures sitting in the chairs. 

The youths hold their breath 
for a moment. Then Sherif 
drops the torch. They head 
for the light at the entrance, 
bumping and pushing each 
other. Once out of the ruins, 
they break into a run. 

Back in the tent, wrapped 
up once more* in his warm 
quilt across the fire pit from 
Yahkoub. Sherif thinks about 
the harsh discipline of desert 
life and is thankful he has es¬ 
caped to work as a peddler in 
a village bazaar. "The life of 
the Bedouin is no good." he 
tells Yahkoub. 

"Yes.” agrees Yahkoub. hut 
not for the same reasons. 
"Nowadays there is not 
enough grass for our sheet). 
Nothing is left for us hut the 
thorns and berries or the 
lotus tree.”

Nornadic shepherds 
continue traditions 
of original hunters 

When men descended from Ihe Central Asian 
Plateau down into the Mesopotamian Plain some 
11,000 years ago, two distinct life-styles diverged: 
that of the sedentary peasant farmers whose food 
surpluses made possible the first towns and eventu¬ 
ally the rise of urban civilization; and that, of the 
hunters who found field labor little to their liking 
and adoptee} instead the ways of the herdsman. 

Today the traditions of the hunter continue 
among the world’s shrinking group of nomadic 
shepherds, with patrilineal families, and unitv of 
kinship groups under authority of a chieftain who 
decides where to seek pasture or pitch tents. 

In Africa the nomads are threatened by 
drought and the southward movement of the Sa¬ 
hara. In other newly rich, oil-producing countries 
such as Iran (with 1 million to 2 million nomads), 
shepherds are being pushed out by the need to 
reclaim farmland from the deserl. Yahkoub. (ho 
focal point of the companion story, is one such 
shepherd.

Iran's Shah recruits cowboys 


The Shah of Iran is hiring 
cowboys from California, 
among other groups, in his ef¬ 
forts to transform a rural 
economy with record speed. 
There are no easy choices in 
such a drive. Agriculture

from Tehran, Iran 
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poses the toughest challenge 
as demand for food goes up. 

Popular expectations are 
soaring in Iran, matched only 
perhaps by rocketing per ca¬ 
pita income from oil up 700 
|x»r cent in the last two years. 

Since December both rural 
and urban incomes have dou¬ 
bled. and most of the money 
has been spent on red meat, 


eggs, fruit, and vegetables 
a diet denied to most poor 
Iranians for centuries. Much 
of the food is imported. 

The obstacles to spreading 
the benefits of the economic 
boom, however, are many. 
Some 60 per cent of the 
Shah’s people are largely illit¬ 
erate peasants tied to subsis¬ 
tence agriculture only begin¬ 
ning to be transformed to 
modern farming. 

At the same time the in¬ 
come of city dwellers. nou r 
fixe to 10 times higher than 
that of the peasanls. may 
quickly rise-to 10 to 15 times 
higher. And the population is 
expected to rise from 32 mil¬ 
lion people to 40 million by 
1980. 

In a country where televi¬ 
sion -now reaches to the re¬ 
motest villages, this could 
mean trouble. As Alexis de 
Torqueville said a century 
ago. revolution springs not 
from despair but from rising 
expectations. 

Determined to catch up 
with Europe fast. Iran is in¬ 
dustrializing rapidly. But the 
seemingly inevitable lag in 
transforming its farming 
could leave the country short 
of self-sufficiency in fond for 
some time. 

The World Bank's vicxv is 
that Iran should concern itself 
less with maximizing food 
production and instead accept 


that it will be a deficit nation 
in the foreseeable future. 

The World . Bank has pro¬ 
posed a strategy of cash, 
credit, and technical assis¬ 
tance to Iran’s long-neglected 
small farmers with the es¬ 
tablishment of 1.200 new 
small market towns to absorb 
and employ millions of pea¬ 
sants likely to he uprooted in 
a rapid modernization of agri¬ 
culture. 

A counterstrategy, which 


the World Bank opposes but is 
favored by the U.S. and 
otheijs, is to invest heavily in 
agribusiness companies and 
farm corporations, founded on 
large-scale mechanized farm¬ 
ing. as a shortcut to self-suf¬ 
ficiency in food. 

The Shah, in fact. is putting 
millions into both approaches. 

Ten years ago Iran’s major 
land reform gave the poor 
their own land, but the vast 
majority of family-size farms 
support 5.7 oeople on only 5 to 
7 acres. Irrigated land is very 
scarce, discouraing emer¬ 
gence of the kind of prosper¬ 
ous small farms found in 
northern India and Pakistan. 


The problem is further com¬ 
plicated by Iran’s extremely 
diverse rural population, di¬ 
vided as it is into Lur, Kurk, 
Turk, Baluchi. Bakhtiari. 
Arab, and other tribal minori¬ 
ties. each with its oxvn tradi¬ 
tional farming methods 
The Shah is trying to negoti¬ 
ate !3fl more agribusiness 
contracts <only a half-dozen 
have so far been wrapped 
upi. The contracts include a 
Japanese silkworm project. 

At the other end of the scale 
is an outfit of six American 
c n \x b o v s from Coalinga. 
Calif., who will set up a feed- 
lot for 100,000 sheep and 30.000 
beef cattle.

Further, business invento¬ 
ries are accumulating at an 
unhealthy pace as buying 
slackens. 

iTnemployment. rose to 3.4 
per cent in August, the labor 
department announced last. 
Friday and experts at last 
week's economic summij 
thought it might climb to 6 
per cent or more in the fu¬ 
ture. 

One major problem for 
Washington is that any shift 
in economic policy takes time 
t>> actually alter actual busi¬ 
ness trends. For instance, it is 


usually reckoned that a 
change in monetary policy re- , 
quires six to nine months to 
• hange the demand for goods 
and services. 

"The policies in the first 
half of this year . . . will | 
largely deicrmirtosv the final 
dqmand for Ihe resl of this 
year and into 1974,” noted 
economist? Beryl Sprinkel. 

That means any shift in 
monetary jiolicy now won’t 
have much impact on the 
economy until well into 1975. 
Thus central bankers must 
try to predict the pattern of 
the business cycle well into 
the future in making mone¬ 
tary decisions. This is dif¬ 
ficult. A bad judgment can 
mpan a worse ecopomic 
downturn .than desired. 

Mearfwhile, it has l>een 
made clear that boating infla¬ 
tion will take years. 

President Ford now says 
this task won’t be fully ac¬ 
complished before 1976. 

The tough economic line 
continues in Washington. Alan 
t Ireenspan. the new chairman 
of the president's council of 
economic advisers, argues 
that right now no significant 
policy changes could be taken 
to lower the unemployment 
rale and keep it there. .

OTTAWA (CP) Money 
supply grew by $378 million 
during the week to Sept. 4 as 
increases in volumes of cur¬ 
rency in circulation and char¬ 
tered hank Canadian dollar 
deposits continued at a rapid 
pace. 

The Bank of Canada’s week¬ 
ly report Thursday showed 
that the total of $56,476 billion 
outstanding on Sept. 4 was 
$1,573 billion greater than the 
total on July 24, when the cen¬ 


tral hank boosted the bank 
rate to a record 9*4 per cent. 

The hank rate is the rate 
the central hank charges for 
infrequent loans t> chartered 
banks and this rate has been 
seen as a policy tool to influ¬ 
ence other rates. 

Money supply has been 
growing at an annual rate of 
about 26 per cent since July 
24 and at an annual rate of 
about 15 per cent since the 
beginning of the year.

Some people scoff at the idea of this country’s' ser¬ 
vicemen someday belonging to a union. The fact is that more 
than half of them already belong to one — the credit union. 

Capt. William Kearns of Ottawa, chairman of the Mili¬ 
tary Credit Unions executive committee, said in an interview 
Friday that 49,000 of the approximately 82,000 active ser¬ 
vicemen belong to credit unions inside or nearby their base. 

Just continuing to belong to one is not a simple matter as 
servicemen, by nature of their job, tend to move around the 
country and overseas quite a bit. And credit unions are under 
provincial jurisdiction, which often means that members 
have to withdraw their funds and deposit them elsewhere 
when a move to another province occurs. 

It is problems such as the foregoing that are under dis- 
«ussion at the Empress Hotel this weekend at the 15th annual 
conference of military credit unions. Assembled are repre¬ 
sentatives of 32 credit unions from across the country. 

Ttie military credit unions aren't, restricted to serving 
personnel, however, and many civilian workers in the De¬ 
partment of National Defence avail themselves of the ser¬ 
vices offered. They constitute about half the total mem¬ 
bership. 

Tlie civilian part of the operation often outweighs tiie mil¬ 
itary membership. The CFB Esquimau members belong to 
the West Coast Savings Credit Union which has several 
branch offices throughout the Greater Victoria area, one of 
which is in Esquimau. There are only 2,100 service personnel 
among 9,700 members. 

The Edmonton office just this past year has dropped its 
affiliation in the military association as there were such a 
proportionately small number of service members. 

Kearns said that the departure of the Edmonton branch 
was the big reason for the drop in total assets of the group 
from $194 million to $147 million. The other reason he said 
was Ihe departure of members funds for other fields of 
investment in days of high interest rates. 

Armed forces personnel are prevented from carrying on 
credit unions overseas. In many cases, the troops are scat¬ 
tered in small numbers in various countries so the establish¬ 
ment of a credit union office isn't feasible. 

However, there are 5,000 with the NATO contingent in 
West Germany and that country’s banking laws don't allow 
the forces to set up a credit union. Kearns said that just in 
the past year have the credit union committee been able to 
establish information offices in Ba,den-Solingen and Lahr. 

These offices allow repatriating personnel 1o set up con- 
lacl with credit unions in time for their arrival back in 
Canada. 

What makes credit unions such a popular form of invest¬ 
ment and monetary activity for servicemen? Kearns said 
that there is an extremely low delinquency rate and their 
credit unions allow military personnel to use their pension 
waiver as collateral for a loan. 

Commanding officers of bases, Kearns said, are certainly 
in favor of credit unions although there is no-public monies 
used in support of them. Any credit unions on bases are in 
rent-paid quarters, he said.

Thus, it is not surprising to 
learn that oil companies are 
now planning to increase sig¬ 
nificantly their refining ca¬ 
pacity and their drilling acti¬ 
vity. 

The . job of mollifying the 
public is made more difficult 
by i r ie misconception of sh im¬ 
ages qs such. In purely eco¬ 
nomic terms, in the natural 
world there never can be a 
“shortage'': the problem is 
only one of price. If there 
were free taxicab rides, insuf¬ 
ficient taxis would be avail¬ 
able for hire. Similarly, free 
medical service entails an ap¬ 
parent shortage of medical 
personnel and facilities. 
Hence, there appeared to be 
an oil shortage because prices 
were Lot at levels to balance 
demand. 

It must be acknowledged 
that some of the actions of the 
oil companies have been det¬ 
rimental to their own image 
and long-range interest. N 9 t 
too long ago. one of the major 
oil companies paid a bonus of 
one month's salary to its non¬ 
union employees. Some oil 
companies have made large 
acquisitions, such as the pur¬ 
chase of Montgomery Ward. 

As for complaints that the 
magnitude of the increase was 
not necessary, that a smaller 
increase in crude oil would 
have produced plenty of funds 
to accomplish the goals of the 
oil industry, there is no accu- I 
■••to way t»» assess thus claim. 
However, if the price raise 
were excessive, it would ei¬ 
ther attract more producers 
and greater supplies to the 
market, or it would curb de¬ 
mand so much that oil compa¬ 
nies would have to modify the 
increase in order to maximize 
their production facilities. 

When the oil producer na¬ 
tions virtually quadrupled oil 
prices last year, many as¬ 
sumed that these countries 
were acting like highway bri¬ 
gands. Actually, the sudden 
rise represented a catch-up as | 
oil prices were level for 13 
years, except for a five c ents 

per barrel increase last year 
and a rise or in cents per bar¬ 
rel ihe year previous. Oil pro¬ 
ducer nations should not he 
compelled to shoulder a dis¬ 
proportionate share of the 
blame for our oil problems, 
therefore. 

Then, cries of government 
unpreparedness ignore the 
real difficulties that were in¬ 
terposed whenever a new oil

policy was suggested. Only 
now, when Canadian crude is 
fixed below the cost of im¬ 
ports is a national pipeline ac¬ 
ceptable in eastern Canada. 

One area that can be cri¬ 
ticized is the effort of the fed¬ 
eral government to intrude its 


presence in the controversy. 
Neither the arbitrary es¬ 
tablishment of a price of $6.50 
per barrel of oil, nor the ef- 
Tort to tax “excessive" oil 
protits in the May budget, 
could be justified on economic 
grcxinds.

PARIS lUPI) Average 
inflation for the world’s major 
non-communist nations hit a 
record 13 per cent for a 
12-month jieriod ending July, 
the Organization for Keonom- 
ic Co-operation and Develop- 
ment said Friday. 

The United States (up 11.7 
per cent). Britain, Italy, Can¬ 
ada (ui) 11.3 per cent). Swit¬ 
zerland. France, Finland, 
Denmark and ’Belgium were 


among the worst performers 
of the OECD's S>4 nations. 

Best performances were by 
Sweden, West Germany and 
Holland which marked up in¬ 
creases for the three months 
ended July of under 5 |>or 
cent. 

“The rate of inflation re¬ 
mains strong in the OECD 
area,’’ a report said. “In the 
12 months ended July, con¬ 
sumer prices rose on average 
hv more than 13 per cent, the 


highest figure recorded this 
year, reflecting partly the 
very high rates experienced 
in the first quarter of 1974. 

“For the three months end¬ 
ing July, the area's inflation 
rate ap|>ears to have dropped 
hack slightly to an annual 
rate of about 12 per cent.” 

'Hie United States, Britain. 
Italy, • Canada, Switzerland. 
France, Finland, Denmark 
and Belgium all experienced 


inflation rates above 12 per 
cent for this period. 

“The continuing rapid price 
increases' in most countries 
. reflect strong cost pressures 
on manufactured goods eman¬ 
ating from the wholesale 
level, as well as the recent 
new upturn in food prices,” 
the report said. 

'ITie OECD said: "In some

"We don’t expect to have an 
announcement about Kurt 
until Monday." Maloney said 
at a press conference. 

"I think it was a cKeap shot 
by Crazier." 

"And I also think Kurt 
could probably play in that 
league on one leg," he con¬ 
cluded. 

Maloney’s speech at the 
conference lasted only about 
30 seconds. Most of the time 
was taken hy Franz Henrichs, 


a hockey coach in Ltek, 25 
miles from Amsterdam.

"Canada made the same 
mistake as in 1972 - they

January and with the REAL 


team, NHL. WHA or whatev¬ 
er?’’ 

Henrichs said the European 
press won't differentiate be¬ 
tween the NHL and WHA on 
the upcoming series. 

"They won’t write 'The 
WHA was beaten by the Rus¬ 
sians,’ they will write 'The 
best Canadian pros were bea¬ 
ten by the Russians.’ " 

Henrichs said the difference 
between former coach Vsevo¬ 
lod Bobrov and Boris Kulagin 
is that Bobrov wasn’t heavy 
on discipline, believing more 


in individualism, while Kula¬ 
gin is very strong on dis¬ 
cipline, emphasizing that the 
team is everything. 

"I don't understand how

Garden notes 
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Storing the onion crop has 
always been a bit of a prob¬ 
lem with ine. You can’t just 
thow them in a pile in a 
corner of the basement, or 
even in a bin they have to 
be IN something, and hung 
up. where they will be per¬ 
fectly dry. At one time, I was 
able to chisel enough of those 
onion sacks made of netting 
from my. corner grocer, but 
when he found out I was using 
his free gifts as a means of 
avoiding the purchase of his 
waYes, this source dried up. 

I found a solution to the 
problem in a little Italian food 
shop on the San Francisco 
waterfront. The smells in that 
dark little store were entranc¬ 
ing a blend of dried herbs. 
Permesan cheese, Genoa sa¬ 
lami and peppers, all overlaid 
with the pungent odor of great 
ropes of dried onions hanging 
from the ceiling. 

These roped onions in-, 
trigued me and I looked them 
over carefully. When the pro¬ 
prietor saw* my interest — he 
was truly one oi nature’s 
gentlemen he took one

Everyone has high hopes that the 
shining example of openness and can¬ 
dor being set by President Ford will 
radically c hange the fact of American 
politics.

apart for me to show the 
method of roping; I have used 
his system every since. 

Lengths of hemp clothesline 
rope are used, aboui 4'* feet 
long. You put a good knot in 
the lower end, and whip the 
uppen end into a loop and 
hang it on a nail or a hook in 
the rafters. The dried foliage 
is left on the onions to provide 
the ties. 

You start at the bottom of 
the rope, holding the knot 
with the left hand. Hold the 
tip of the onion top against 
the rope with the left hand 
and wind the onion around the 
rope so the weight of the bulb 
hanging down will bind the 
tic. Do the next onion in the 
opposite direction and hood 
the second onion over the first 
so that neither can untwist. 
Go right up the rope in this 
way, alternating the direction 
in which the onion tops are 
twisted around the rope, and 
all of them will stay secure. 

In removing onions from 
Ihe rope for use in the kitch¬ 
en. start at the top and take 
them off in twos. If you re¬ 
move a single onion, ihe sec¬ 


ond one will untwist and fall, 
but the remainder will remain 
secure. 

Small onions tan be 
bunched and tied on to the 
rope, while specimens with 
only a stubby top may be 
lashed on' with a length of 
twine. 

Suspended freely from the 
rafters, with lots of fresh air 
circulating freely around 
them and all the warmth that 
gathers close to the ceiling, 
the onions remain hard and 
free from rot and mildew' 
throughout the winter. 

★ * ★ 

If you have parsnips in your 
garden, don’t harvest any 
more of them than you need 
for a single meal. They store 
better in tile ground than any¬ 
where else, and they won’t de¬ 
velop their full, sweet flavor 
until they have experienced a 
touch of frost.

With all the arguments 
which have been mustered in 
favor of crop rotation, I still 
think there is one vegetable 
which is best grown on the 


same piece of ground year 
after year — the onion. 

The onion patch is usually 
the best cultivated and the 
most generously manured 
part of the garden — or 
should be — and after a high 
degree of fertility has been 
built up, I can’t see the point 
of abandoning the site and 
starting all over again else¬ 
where. 

Use only the bulky kinds of 
manure in preparing next 
year’s onion bed. such ns 
good ripe compost or old rot¬ 
ted farmyard manure. Chemi¬ 
cal fertilizers are not as well 
suited to this crop, for the tex¬ 
ture of the soil is more impor¬ 
tant than its chemical content. 

A good formula for growing 
prize onions is to use one 
wheelbarrow load of old rot¬ 
ted manure to four square 
yards, supplementing this 
with six tablespoonfuls of su- 
sulphate of potash and two of 
sulphat of potash and two of 
sulphate of iron, all per 
square yard. Digging should 
be really deep the first year, 
while normal digging will suf¬ 
fice thereafter.

With few exceptions (such as Mozart 
or Keats, who were racked with early 
illness), the creative artist passes into 
old age with less of a wrench than the 
man who is compelled to withdraw 
from his life work whether or not he 
wants to. 

Consider at random a few of the 
world’s most eminent writers — all of 
whom w'ere working al top speed (and 
some with increased powers! when 
death cut them down. 

Hawthorne had two books going: Dr. 
Grhnah&we’s Secret and The Dal liver 
Romance. Conrad was involved in the 
middle of one of his most promising 
novels, Suspense, when he died. 

Stevenson’s Weir of Hermiston 


breaks off in the very middle of a sen¬ 
tence. written on the morning of his 
seizure and death. Sir Walter Scott 
began The Seige of Malta a few' weeks 
before he died. 

Jane Austen was writing Sandition. 
Charles Dickens left: The Mystery of 
Edwin Drood unfinished. Thackeray 
was working on Denis Duval. Balzac 
had begun Le Depute D’Arcis, and 
Ibanez was beginning his sequel, called 
The Fifth Horseman. 

Charlotte Bronte had roughed out 
Emma. Flaubert left a fragment of 
Bouvard et Pecuchet. Stendhal gave us 
Ihe beginning of Lamia. De Maupas¬ 
sant. Henry James, Wilkie Collins, all 
passed away trying to get completed 
books to their publishers. This is the 
way a man must live his life — "auto¬ 
matic” retirement is for automatons, 
not for human beings who may he en¬ 
tering their ripest hours at 65.

Guru to appear here 
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Mother Cecilia first witness: 


No longer a member of the church

Mother Cecilia, the woman who, in 1922, 
founded a religious society which today has 
assets estimated at $1.5 million, no longer 
professes to belong to any church or religion. 

That was the evidence given in B.C. 
Supreme Court Friday before Mr. Justice H. 
C. McKay by Mother Cecila Mary Dodd, 85, 
who founded the Society of the Love of Jesus 
in Vancouver 52 years ago. 

Her statement came during the fourth day 
of the trial being held to decide which of the 
society’s two factions control it and its 
assets. 

Mother Cecilia and four others are suing 
the society in an effort to gain that control, 
claiming they are its only members in good 
standing. 

Her group has been termed the "tradi¬ 


tional faction" of the society, which has been 
at odds with the "modern faction" of 
Sister Leonette Hoesing since t h e latter's 
election as Mother Prioress in 1965. 

Mother Cecilia was the first witness to be 
called in the trial, expected to last at least 
another five days. 

Earlier in her testimony, she had said the 
society was a self-governing group, and had 
been recognized as such by the Vatican when 
its members converted from the Anglican 
faith to Roman Catholicism in 1936. 

Questioned by Hugh MacMillan, counsel 
for the traditionalists, she said she had re¬ 
ceived assurances from Rome in that year 
that the sisters of the society would be al¬ 
lowed to keep their Benedectine rule, name 
and habits and to continue their w'ork. 

This would mean the local bishop would 
have control only over the society’s chapel, 
she testified. 

Replying to defence counsel, Cecil Bran¬ 


son. Mother Cecilia admitted she had had no 
training in canon law (the law of the 
church). 

Mother Cecilia said she had guided the so¬ 
ciety from its birth — when it was all but 
penniless — until 1961, when its assets includ¬ 
ed a 17 acre parcel of land on Goldstream in 
Langford. 

She described life within the society as 
"semi-cloistered,” which meant its members 
did not leave its priory except to perform 
their charitable works, until her retirement 
as Mother Prioress in 1961. 

Among the duties of the sisters was the 
daily celebration of the divine office, she tes¬ 
tified, a ritual involving the rejietieion of 
specified prayers during specified periods of 
the day. 

The ritual was "the most important work” 
of any Benedictine sister, which the 
members of the Society of the Love of Jesus 
are, Mother Cecilia added. 


That life began to change after her retire¬ 
ment. she said. 

The society "went slowly downhill" after 
her retirement, she said, something she 
"stood for three years (before she) wrote 1 o 
the Holy Father (the Pope) and told him 
what was going on.” 

In that letter, she asked the pope to ap¬ 
point another of the sisters as Mother 
Prioress, to replace Mother Ursula Mary, 
who had been elected to the post following 
Mother Cecilia’s retirement. 

She said she definitely did not ask the Vati¬ 
can to appoint anyone from outside the com¬ 
munity, though this was what subsequently 
happened. 

Mother Cecilia also testified that long¬ 
standing custom of tlie society prohibited any 
male from spending the night in the priory. 

Her testimony is expected to continue 
Monday, wheh the trial resumes at the Vic¬ 
toria Law Courts.

New Zealand mayor finds power poles hideous 


4 You need a good fence’ 


"Build a fence around Vic¬ 
toria and don’t let anyone in.” 

This bit of tongue-in-cheek 
advice came Friday from 
Mayor Peter Tait of Napier, 
New Zealand. 

More seriously, he added: 

"Don’t build too many 
highrise buildings. They arc 
destroying the character of 
cities around the world. 

"Continue the reclamation of 
your foreshore, redevelop the 
old part of the city and jea¬ 
lously guard your city.” 

Tait is visiting Victoria with 
a party of 18, all from Napier. 

He’s been in Victoria twice 
before, but only for a day. 
This is the firsb visit since 
Victoria and Napier became 
sister cities last year. # 


Tait, 59, a stockbroker by 
profession, and his wife Li¬ 
lian. were in Mayor Peter 
Pollen's office Friday answer¬ 
ing questions from reporters. 

Victoria and Napier, he 
said, had much in common. 
Both are port cities, both have 
a mild climate. 

Napier, like Victoria, is a 
capital city, that of New Zea¬ 
land's province of Hawke’s 
Bay. 

Napier’s population is 
45,000. That of Napier and 
the surrounding communities 
about 120,000. 

What about thp problems 
faced by the city? * 

In one word: Money. 

"Municipalities want a 
share of the feder.il inmmp 
tax," Tait said. Municipalities 


were finding it increasingly 
difficult to operate within the 
framework of the existing tax 
structure. 

UnliktTVictoria, Napier has 
not had any problems with de¬ 
velopers. 

When an earthquake raised 
the land on which the city is 
built by about seven feet in 
1931, not only was the towm 
completely obliterated, but 
marshes, swamps and lagoons 
near'thc city were drained, 
freeing Approximately 10,00(1 
acres of land for develop¬ 
ment. 

Since the land was immedi¬ 
ately claimed by the city, Na¬ 
pier itself has been "the, 
biggest develbper since 1931," 
said Tait. 

Some other observations of 


replacing all power poles with 
underground wiring.

"We buy tlie electricity 
from the state and sell it to 
the residents.

The thing that impressed 
him most of all, Tait said, 
was the abundance of parks 
near Victoria, not only Eea- 
ron Hill Park, but also the 
regkmal and provincial park.

"They said don't move anything, and then 
they took all our money,” said one of the old 
folks.

An onlooker was arrested "because I was sit¬ 
ting too close to the table,” he said. The plain- 
rlothesmen gave them receipts for their money and 
then fingerprinted them. 

The charge confused them: Visiting a gambling 
house or place. -*• 


"We can't walk out on the street at night and 
some of us can hardly walk,” explained one woman 
with a heart condition. 

"We play poker because there is nothing else 
to do.” said a former schoolteacher who taught 
citizenship to immigrants. 

"I had just gone into the next room for a hot 
chocolate," said a great-grandmother. "I don’t tell 
my friends my age, so I asked the officer if I could 
whisper it in his ear.” 

"The hotel is one of the few places they’ll 
treat us like human beings,” said the wife of a one¬ 
time San Francisco court reporter. 


Early Wednesday they showed up for their 
day in court, several hours before their case was 
to start. 

At 9:25 a.m., municipal court Judge Daniel 
Hanlon summoned them and announced the dis¬ 
trict attorney had decided not to press the charge. 

One women wept with relief. One man had 
heart palpitations and needed a wheelchair.

TORONTO (CP) - An of¬ 
ficial of the Canadian Stan¬ 
dards Association (CSA) says 
the new federal regulations 
designed to protect children 
from unsafe children’s car 
seats will actually make driv¬ 
ing with infants less safe. 

Joy Moon, chairman of the 
OSA’s child seating systems 
committee, said the regula¬ 
tions, effective November. 
1975, will force all children's 
car seats available in North 
America off the Canadian 
market “and possibly kill 
more kids.” 

“They will be back in the 
arms of their mothers getting 
tossed about in accidents,” 
she said. 

Mrs. Moon said officials in 
the ministry of consumer and 
corporate affairs took a re¬ 
port dealing with autobobile 
back seats and applied it in¬ 
stead to front seats. But a 
ministry spokesman said 
Wednesday that engineers 
made extensive tests on both 
front and back seats. 

’Die report, requested by 
Mrs. Moon in June, 1974, was 
labelled Knee Room in Rear 
Seat Compartment for 1967 to 
1971 cars, she said. Officials 
misinterpreted it, and 
reached the conclusion that 95 
per cent of the cars on the 
road would put a child’s head 
into the dashboard,” she said. 

The consumer department 
criticized the CSA’s sugges¬ 
tion for a 26-inch movement 
by a child in a restraint, Mrs. 
Moon said. In its new regula¬ 
tions, the.government reduced 
allowable movement to 18 
inches. 

James Black, director of 
the ministry's product safety 
branch, says that the new- 
standard was reached after 
studies by engineers and con¬ 
sultation with a pediatrician 
on the danger factors in¬ 
volved. 

He said United States engi¬ 
neers are proposing the same 
standard to their government, 
and he expects manufacturers 
to be able to meet the new 
requirements. 

Mrs. Moon said some seats 
that have been proved safe in 
severe accidents are included 
in the banned group.

Peasants’ architect 
provides example 


By WILLIAM MAKES from Cairo 


“Normally, a peasant has 
only one big chance in the 
whole of his life to choose for 
himself what -sort of house 
and furniture he wants ... to 
choose between beauty and 
ugliness.” 

The man who wrote these 
words liy.es today in a 15th- 
century Mameluke house at 
ihe base of Cairo’s Citadel. 
Children gambol in the street 
below, and from the rooftop 
<»ne carl see all the way across 
the Egyptian capital to the 
Pyramids, rising like brown 
diamonds, 15 miles away. 

The man is Hassan Fathy. 
And he is a bouncy sep¬ 
tuagenarian architect with a 
bushy little moustache and a 
warm, brilliant smile. 

While most of the archi¬ 
tects. planners, economists, 
and bureaucrats of the Third 
World have concentrated on 
stuffing the flood of city im¬ 
migrants into low'-cost, mass- 
produced boxes to make way 
for tiie next wave, Fathy has 
been worrying about those 
,who remain in the rural 
areas. 

As he lold fellow architect 
-Constantine Doxiades, "My 
clients are the billion pea¬ 
sants doomed to premature 
death from inadequate and 
unsanitary housing." 

In the belief that people 
would not flock to the cities if 
life in the countryside were 
more bearable. Fathy has de¬ 
voted his life to* designing 
cheap, durable; and attractive 
housing for the rural poor. 

At a time when the United 
Nations estimates that the ab¬ 
solute minimum cost for a 
single-family dwelling with 
conventional materials is 
SI,8UU, Fathy has shown that 
he can do it for less than $500. 
To achieve 'this in his native 
Egypt, he came to recognize 
simultaneously the necessity 
and the beauty of mud brick. 

"The architect.” he once 
wrote, "is in a unique position 


to .revive the peasant's faith 
in his own culture.” 

To build for the people, one 
must build with the people. 
Fathy felt. Thus he sought to 
renew what he called Ihe trin¬ 
ity of owner, craftsman, and 
architect. 

Thirty years ago, the Egyp¬ 
tian architect made his dream 
a reality by building a village 
entirely out of mud brick. It 
was called New Ghourna and 
was located across the Nile 
from the Egyptian town of 
Luxor. 

After he had brought 
reasons down from Aswan to 
teach brickmaking and dome 
construction, he set to work 
on the multiplicity of details. 
He built a fresh-water system, 
a theatre, pigeon towers, and 
airy market stalls. He built u 
mosque around a tree. 

But Ghourna failed before it 
was ever given a chance to 
succeed. Bureaucratic jealou¬ 
sies. red tape, and corruption 
in those latter years of the 
constitutional monarchy in 
Egypt, together with the pro¬ 
posed residents' reluctance to 
live in the village, killed the 
project. 

The people from Old Ghour¬ 
na had for generations made 
their easy living by robbing 
the nearby tombs. They were* 
not willing to. exchange that 
life for one of hard work. 

So now some of the walls of 
the curiously ancient-modern 
village are crumbling.

Squatters have made sham¬ 
bles out of its graceful court¬ 
yards Fathy himself cannot 
beau to visit ihe desecrated 
site. 

Yet there is a strong possi¬ 
bility that Fathy and Ghourna 
may in the next two years re¬ 
ceive the attention and ac¬ 
claim that they.'deserve. In 
1976, the United Nations will 
hold a world conference and 
exposition on human settle¬ 
ments. First among their ob¬ 
jective's is to find solutions to 
the questions pf low-cost hous¬ 
ing. 

The United Nations Envi¬ 
ronment Program has al¬ 
ready adopted a principle 
which incorporates most of 
the philosophy on which 
Ghourna was built. "Eco- 
Development" is a style of 
development which calls for 
specific solutions to the par¬ 
ticular problems or a given 
region in the light of cultural 
as well as ecological and eco¬ 
nomic conditions. 

What belter example is 
there of the maximum use of 
local skills and local materi¬ 
als Ilian Ghourna with its 
local masons and mud bricks? 
Ghourna embodies an idea 
whose lime has come.

Although the number of 
l>ages have been cut by about 
500 to 1.000, Mrs’. Ralston said 
that the amount of text re¬ 
mains nearly the same. 

The reduction was made 
possible by increasing the 
page size, switching to a pho¬ 
tocopying printing .process 
that squeezes more," yet 
larger-sized, letters on a page 
and by a cut in the number of 
graphs and charts. 

Many charts that appeared 
in older editions of the book 
have been combined, others 
have l>een condensed and 
some have been dropped al¬ 
together. 

Mrs. Ralston said total cost 
of printing the 20.000 English 
copies and 7.500 French 
copies will be about the same 
as last year, about 5320,000. 
Of the total, about 15.000 are 
usually sold. The rest are 
given away. 

Cost of the 1973 year book is 
up 50 per cent, to $9 a copy. 
Last year, books could be 
bought in hard cover for 56 
and in paperback for 51. 
There were no paperbacks 
printed this year. 

Mrs. Ralston said the statis¬ 
tics bureau will wait to see 
how many complaints they 
get before deciding whether to 
publish in paperback again 
next year.

OTTAWA (OPi — Housing 
mortgage rates are unlikely 
to drop for some months, say 
top liuilders and mortgage 
lenders, and, in fact, may 
rise. 

This is contrary to predic¬ 
tions earlier this year that 
mortgage rates would level 
off or drop by October. 

Ernest Assaly, president of 
the Housing and Urban Devel¬ 
opment Association of Cana¬ 
da, says rates may start 
climbing again in the next 
few months. 

However, lop thank econo¬ 
mists suggest the outlook may 
improve next year with mort¬ 
gage rates falling slightly. 
Some say inflationary pres¬ 
sures will ease and other* 
look for changes in other in- 
t e r e s t rates encouraging 
investors to put more money, 
into mortgages. 

At the same time, real es¬ 
tate experts and money 
lenders agree that the amount 
of mortgage money available 
remains tight. 

Interest rates for first mort¬ 
gages now are alxtut 12 per 
rent, a 3 per cent increase in 
the last 18 months. The high 
interest rates and the short¬ 
age of mortgage money have 
helped dampen demand for 
single-family homes, in some 
cases driving down prices. 

Assaly said in an interview 
this week Canadians are 
lucky that mortgage rates are 
only 12 per cent. They were 
as high as 15 per rent in some 
countries, such as Britain. 

United States mortgage 
rates, though, are about 2 per 
cent lower than in Canada. 

The HUDAC president 
suggesler that if Canadian 
rates follow world economic 
trends, they will rise.

Many people are waiting for 
mortgage rates to go down 
before buying, he said. “But I 
don’t think they are going to 
go down." 

Doug Peters, vice-president, 
and chief economist for the 
Toronto-Dominion Bank, said 
in a telephone interview from 
Toronto that mortgage rates 
are.most likely to stay at cur¬ 
rent levels for months. 

He *aid rates will probably 
ease in Ihe next year but. not 
significantly. He indicated in¬ 
flation might slow a bit next 
year, affecting interest rates. 

Forrest Rogers, senior 
economist with the Bank of 
Nova Scotia, said he expects 
mortgage rates to remain at 


about 12 per cent until the 
beginning of the year. But 
they would probably decline - 
*ome by next June. 

The bank economist said 
short-term interest rates will 
prohably drop 2 or 3 per cent 
in the coming year as fewer 


people borrow money for 
short periods. 

Mortgage rates would 'be af¬ 
fected by this to a certain ex¬ 
tent. With the economy slack¬ 
ening, funds would likely 
move to longer-term invest¬ 
ments like mortgages.

THE ACES 


The American Bridge 
Association is a national or¬ 
ganization devoted to en¬ 
couraging duplicate bridge 
among black players. Re¬ 
cently. Bob Wolff and I were 
able to attend the ABA Na¬ 
tional Tournament held in 
Dayton, Ohio. I can say 
from experience thai" ihe 
bridge played there is of 
high calibre. 

Here is an example of 
super-accurate bidding by 
Arnold P. Jones Jr., pres¬ 
ident of ABA, and his 
partner, Carl Durham. 

The six spade contract is 
iron clad: however, few 
pairs would be able lo bid 
the slam with confidence. 
Jones and Durham used the 
Precision Club and a mod¬ 
ern treatment called 
"Splinter Rids" to reach the 
slam. 

A Splinter Bid is an un¬ 
usual jump which guaran¬ 
tees a fit for partner's suit 
and shows a singleton or 
void in the suit in which the 
jump is tr.ade. Under cer¬ 
tain conditions the Splinter 
Bid also suggests a slant. 

The bidding used by Jones 
and Durham was most ef¬ 
fective. South’s one club 
opening was artificial and 
forcing, promising 16 high 
card points or more. Over 
West’s natural overcall. 
North’s pass denied a hand 
holding any reasonable val¬ 
ues. 

When East raised hearts 
and South bid "his real 
suit." the value of North’s 
hand increased tremendous¬ 
ly He had five trumps, a 
singleton and a key club 
queen. Since his pass derfied

MONTREAL (CP) A

proofs were released to cer¬ 
tain business leaders July 31, 
the day the legislation was 
proclaimed law. 

I*eo Gagne of the govern¬ 
ment’s Office de la Langue 
Francaise said the document 
is not considered secret. It 
will be issued once printing is 
complete. 


Under the legislation, the 
government eventually will 
require businesses to have 
certificates of French-speak¬ 
ing status. The certificate will 
be needed by any company 
selling to the government or 
eligible for financial incen¬ 
tives. 

The manual indicates en¬ 
forcement of the legislation 


will mean that anglojihones 
without adequate fluency in 
French will find certain key 
positions closed to them. 

The manual says: 

"In conformity with the de¬ 
fection of French as the lan¬ 
guage of work, internal com¬ 
munications are in French. 
All members of the personnel 
must therefore have a knowl-

cophones. French courses are 1 * 
recommended not only for * 
anglophones, but also for per- T 
sons whose mother tongue is 
French and who habitually 
use English versions of tech-V 
nical terms.

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TV Cartoons Becoming More Relevant?

NEW YORK - Millions of 
North American children will 
plop down before their televi¬ 
sion sets Saturday morning as 
they have on Saturdays past, 
but this year, things are going 
to be a little different, and 
some of them are bound to no¬ 
tice. 

The TV networks, which 
began their new season of kid¬ 
die shows last Saturday, have 
considerably revamped their 
schedules and are introducing 
new programs designed, in 
part, to comply with and ap¬ 
pease hostile critics of net¬ 
work children’s fare — main¬ 
ly consumer groups and gov¬ 
ernment officials. 

Tell-tale signs of change are 
evident in the new shows that 
help make up ABC Funshine 
Saturday, CBS Socko Satur¬ 
day and NBC Saturday Cele¬ 
bration : Living, flesh-and- 
blood human beings will at 
last invade program territory' 
formerly dominated, almost 
exclusively, by cartoons. 

Physical violence will be 
nearly non-existent. Between 


the peak children’s hours of 8 
a.m. and 12 noon, it will be 
almost impossible to see any¬ 
body slug or shoot anybody 
else on a network show. 

—Buffer zones between pro¬ 
gram material and commer¬ 
cials within shows will make 
It clear which is the commer¬ 
cial and which is the show. 

—And what the networks 
call "pro-social values" will 
help redeem even the silliest 
cartoons, though not every 
new show has been injected 
with a dose. 

Hie "pro-social’’ messages 
are everywhere, minor or 
major — from the ersatz su¬ 
perhero who stops to buckle 
the safety belt in his super¬ 
car, to the extremely obvious 
warmth, understanding and 
all-around wholesameness of 
a cartoon family plainly pat¬ 
terned after Hie Waltons. 

"One should always wear a 
helmet when riding a cycle," 
notes Penrod Pooch when he 
changes from auto to bike 
during a comic chase in 
ABC’s Kung Phooey. 

'This rock sure has a les¬

son in it” exclaims the teen¬ 
age cartoon star of CBS’s U.S. 
of Arachie after witnessing 
the results of.gold fever at 
Sutter’s Mill. 

Tt takes a lot of trust to 
make a friend,’’ a wise papa 
counsels his kids not long 
after a humanoid monkey has 
stolen his lighter in NBCs 
Land of the Lost. 

With such derices, the net¬ 
works hope to fend off further 
pressure to reform their chil¬ 
dren’s fare. ABC and CBS, in 
addition, have assembled 
rosters of academic consul¬ 
tants whose duties may in¬ 
clude the reviewing of scripts 
and the revision of elements 
considered potentially damag¬ 
ing to children, and thus to 
the network’s image. 

Despite all the good inten¬ 
tions, shows previewed this 
week at network headquarters 
(not all shows were available 
for screening) demonstrate 
that the schedules still include 


sizeable amounts of the same 
old junk. 

NBC, for Instance, nearly 
proves that real people can be 
as one-dimenslonally dull as 
their cartoon counterparts 
with a new live-on-tape series 
called Land of the Lost It's 
fun — with animated model 
dinosaurs chasing people 
around a classy jungle creat¬ 
ed out of TV’s Chroma-key 
technology — but the human 
values seem nil, the human 
depth infinitesimal, and the 
dialogue hootable. 

"I don’t know how we got 
here or why," says dad as a 
dinosaur charges, "but I think 
we’re in another world." 

This live action show about 
a family that plummets over 
a waterfall into a Land that 
Time Forgot just happens to 
lie scheduled opposite CBS’s 
Valley of the Dinosaurs, an 
animated show about a family 
that plummets through a 
whirlpool into a land time 
can’t quite recall either. 

On this one, the cave people 
have the best lines. "We leave 
the errlok to the meelok,” 
says Gorok. 

Valley will "demonstrate 
scientific principles," CBS 
pledged, and on the first 
show, the principle is that a 
lever can help move a big fat 
rock. Only seconds later, chil¬ 
dren can see the lever being 
called upon again by yet an¬ 
other cave-dwelling clan, this 
one played by humans on 
ABC’s Korg: 70,000 B.C. Korg 
was originally announced by 
the network last spring as 
Krog. 

Actually. Krog is the most 
unusual new show and in 
some ways the most daring. 
Though the cave folk speak 
English, it is kept otherwise 
accurate to what anthropol¬ 
ogists know or speculate 
about prehistoric man. Hiere 
are no incongruous dinosaurs 
chasing Korg, Bok, Mara, 
Tane, Tor and Ree around the 


"remote areas of Southern 
California" where the low- 
profile adventure show was 
filmed. Burgess Meredith nar¬ 
rates and three technical ad¬ 
visers keep things consistent 
and credible. 

People scoffed when ABC 
announced a "pro-social" ani¬ 
mated version of the old situ¬ 
ation comedy Gilligan’s Is¬ 
land. but The New Adventures 
of Gilligan is surprisingly 
successful. The comedy is 
fairly funny and the opening 
show’s message about "suspi¬ 
cion and distrust,” if sappy, 
could scarcely hurt. It is un¬ 
fortunate that the stereotype 
dumb-blonde movie starlet 
character was retained in toe 
transition from flesh to paper. 

NBC has only three new 
shows: Lost, Run Joe Run, 
about a fugitive German shep¬ 
herd, and Wheelie and toe 


Chopper Bunch, a moronic 
cartoon in which cars kiis. 
dance and drink sodas. 

New CBS entries Include the 
live-action Harlem Globetrot¬ 
ters Popcorn Machine, CT- e 
that shows some promise but 
falls flat in its premiere. Tte 
Globetrotters have cue card 
troiAle, toe canned kiddie 
laughter is intrusive, and the 
demonstrable talents of young 
Rodney Allen Rippy consist 
mainly of putting his hand 
over his mouth and giggling. 

All commercials within pro¬ 
grams must now be preceded 
by what the networks call a 
• bumper," which indicates a 
commercial ahead, by rule of 
toe National Associalon of 
Broadcasters (NAB). ABC 
uses music and animation: 
CBS has a spoken announce¬ 
ment; NBC slaps on a slide. 

The Washington Post 
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... Well, They Are More Expensive

HOLLYWOOD — Rising 
costs have almost brought to 
an end the making of animat¬ 
ed cartoons for movies but 
television has stepped into the 
breach to keep the flow of 
cartoon production going. 

Dozens of cartoon features 
are being produced at studios 
throughout toe Los Angeles 
area particularly for toe chil¬ 
dren's programs on the three 
networks on Saturday and 
Sunday mornings. 

But animators say there is 
one major difference between 
cartoons for movies and tele¬ 
vision cartoons. 

Few of the television car¬ 
toon characters are original. 
Most are borrowed or derived 
frqm books, comic books, 
films or earlier 'television 
series. 

Chuck Jones, one of Holly¬ 
wood’s leading animators, 
said: "One of the reasons why 
little original work is being 
done ihese days is that net¬ 
works want something that 
has had exposure — they feel 
that if something is already 
known to toe public, it gets 
better ratings.’’ 

Jones recently produced 
cartoons based on the Dr. 
Seuss and Charlie Er wn chil¬ 


dren's books for evening tele¬ 
vision. 

To keep costs within toe 
strict budgets imposed by 
television networks for day¬ 
time television shows, a 
number of shortcuts have to 
be used including drawing a 
limited number of frames. 

He said cartoons done for 
films and quality cartoons 
done for nighttime television 
have 20,000 full drawings per 
half-hour compared with 2,000 
full drawings for daytime 
television shows. 

Basic drawings are used 
over and over and toe position 
of an eye or an arm is 
changed from frame to 
frame. 

This is usually referred to 
as "limited animation" al¬ 
though even a half-hour car¬ 
toon made like this can cost 
575,000. 

Walt Disney Productions, 
once toe backbone of toe ani¬ 
mation industry but now re¬ 
duced to one full-length fea¬ 
ture every three years and an 
occasional short feature, 
refers to this reduced number 
of drawings slightly as 
"cheating animation." 

The main producers of chil¬ 
dren’s daylime television 
shows are Filmation Studios,

which produces the award¬ 
winning Fat Albert cartoons 
about black children, ar.d 
Hanna-Barbera Studios. 

Between them they provide 
95 per cent of children’* day¬ 
time programming on net¬ 
work television. 

Hie Saturday morning car¬ 
toons have long been a prime 
target of educationist* who 
complained, particularly to 
the ’60s, that their mindless 
violence jyid noise were bad 
for children. r v . 

But Norm Pi*escott, chair¬ 
man of Filmation Studios, 
said there has* been a move 
by the networks to get vio¬ 
lence out of the cartoons and 
get some social relevance into 
them. 

Fat Albert, based on the 
stories of black comedian Bill 
Cosby, is produced with the 
help of a committee of univer¬ 
sity educationists who pass Cn 
all plot ideas and scripts. But 
Prescott said it would be 
wrong for children’s weekend 
television to be made entirely 
educational. 

"Kids are are in school for 
five days a week. They don’t 
w'ant to be lectured to en the 
sixth and seventh day."

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B.C. doubling gas export price again

. won’t share 


Governor upset , hints heavy tanker traffic 


VANCOUVER (CP) - The 
B.C. Energy Commission said 
Friday it will more than dou¬ 
ble the export price of natural 
gas. 

The price of natural gas to 
B.C. customers could also be 
doubled depending on how the 
export increase is arrived at. 

The surprise bid for higher 
rates followed a statement by 
James Rhodes, chairman of 
the crown’s B.C. Petroleum 
Corp., that B.C. does not in¬ 
tend to share anticipated 
short natural gas supplies 
with its customers in the 
United States this winter. 

But Rhodes said the prov¬ 
ince would do what it can to 


find other ways of increasing 
the supply to the U.S. 

Rhodes’ statement upset 
Washington Governor Dan 
Evans, who said Friday oil 
tanker traffic along the West 


Coast would be increased if 
B.C. refuses to share its natu¬ 
ral gas with his state. 

Evans, in Vancouver to 
address the Washington Bar 
Association's annual conven¬ 


tion, said the pending winter 
shortage poses a serious prob¬ 
lem for many industries and 
could result in a major cut¬ 
back in employment in the 
state. 


He said he can understand 
B.C.’s "desire to maintain its 
previous levels," but said he 
expected the province to live 
up to its contractural obliga¬ 
tions with Washington. 


Oil exporters hike royalties, taxes 


VIENNA — The world’s major oil exporting 
countries decided Friday to raise their revenues 
for the fourth quarter of this year, beginning Oct.

VANCOUVER (CP) - Re¬ 
taliation among world trading 
nations because of restrictive 
trade policies “would provoke 
economic anarchy." Finance 
Minister John Turner said 
Friday. 

He made the comment at a 
news conference after telling 
the Vancouver Men's Canadi¬ 
an Club that fiscal restraining 
actions of individual nations 
would have a snowballing ef¬ 
fect on a world economy that 
is already depressed. 

The minister said Individual 
governments are no longer in 
a vacuum and what they do 
collectively to combat infla¬ 
tion "would have a contagious 
effect" on the world economy 
as a whole. 

There is a need for more 
economic coordination and 
consultation among nations; 
world trade should be more 
liberal, and the International 
Monetary Fund, now adminis¬ 
tered by technocrats, should 
have more political clout. 

This is the message TVirner 
said he will take to Common¬ 
wealth and other finance min¬ 
isters before the IMF meeting 
in Washington next month. 

The minister said Canada 
“is very vulnerable in terms 
of the world economy ... we 
can’t isolate ourselves." 

Turner said inflation will 
take longer to beat than origi¬ 
nally anticipated and asked 
Canadians to “muster a great 
deal of self-discipline and self- 
restraint in the next 12 
months to two years.”

"There is absolutely no reason for panic 
buying and hoarding by consumers," Mrs. 
Plumptre said in a news release Friday. 

She said the board conducted inquiries 
into the availability of sugar following "a 
rash of ‘scare’ stories carried in the media 


recently about the possibility of shortages 
and wildly unrealistic prices." 

Mrs. Plumptre criticized consumers who 
had stocked up on sugar in anticipation of 
shortages and higher prices. 

"I have been assured by those closest to 
the sugar trade in Canada that we have 
ample sugar stocks end people who say 
sugar is going to a dollar a pound next 
week are being irresponsible."

"The safety of our children 


is our paramount objective" 
he said.

If this clause was invoked, 
the domestic price would have 
to be raised to $1.28 in order 
to obtain an export price of 
$1.35. 

An increase to $1.35 would 
bring in an additional $200 
million annually or about $3 
billion over the life of the ex¬ 
port contract which expires in 
1989. 

Commission chairman An¬ 
drew Thompson said he ex¬ 
pected that, if the 105 per cent 
clause is invoked, the provin¬ 
cial government would act to 
relieve domestic customers 


by rebates or some other 
means. 

Hepworth said negotiations 
between B.C. Petroleum Cor¬

Dear Dr. Thofttcsou: Please 
write on bronchiectasis. My 
doctor says I have it. 

At times, mostly at night 
when I lie down. I cough up 
some foamy, salty-tasting 
fluid. I also have a tightness 
in my chest in the late eve¬ 
ning and at night. 

This all started after I had 
a very bad cold about three 
years ago. Could muscles or 
nerves be the problem? Iam 
39. —Mrs. L.M. 

Bronchiectasis is a common 
problem, a disorder of the 
bronchial tubes. They become 
dilated in a cylindrical or sac- 
like form. The walls are dam¬ 
aged and the normal mecha¬ 
nism for drainage of secre¬ 
tions is destroyed.

Your bad cold may well 
have been at least par of the 
cause. The condition occurs 
mostly in persons who have 
had repeated lung infection^ 
or who smoke heavily. 

The result of the condition 
is a puddling end accumla- 
tion of secretions, a cough 
with usually copious foul spu¬ 


tum. — the puddled material 
is a convenient place for 
germs to multiply, so recur¬ 
rent fevers are common. 
Bronchiectasis also is the 
commonest cause of lung 
hemorrhages. 

Infections can be subdued 
with antibiotics but are likely 
to reappear. A manoeuvre 
called postural drainage will 
give temporary relief by get¬ 
ting rid of some o fthe secre¬ 
tions and pus. This is done by 
means of a hoard (“slant 
board” or an ironing board, 
or similar) set at an angle of 
about 25 degrees. The patient 
lies on it. with his head at the 
lower end, for a few minutes 
four or five times a day to let 
the matter in the bronchial 
tubes drain toward the mouth 
so it can be coughed out.

The embassy building was 
blacked out except for 
a brightly-lit hay window on 
the fourth floor, where the 
hostages were held. 

The marksmen, ordered 
into position by Justice Min¬ 
ister Andreas Van Agt, found 
vantage points on the scaf¬ 
folding of the new finance 
ministry building still under 
construction. 

Two police officers — one a 
woman — were shot and 
wounded when they penetrat¬ 
ed to the fourth floor and en¬ 
countered one of the gunmen. 

Police occupied the lower 
three floors and brought in an 
interpreter from the Japanese 
Embassy to translate for 
them. They communicated 
with the gunmen over the em¬ 
bassy’s internal telephone 
system. 

Police said the Japanese ar¬ 
rived at the embassy in late 
afternoon and the porter 
raced upstairs to the fourth 
floor to warn the ambassador. 

Three policemen sped to the 
building, found the elevator

blocked and climbed the 
stairs to the fourth floor. 

Police said a door on the 
floor swung open and one of 
the gunmen came out shoot¬ 
ing. He fired three or four 
shots and hit two of the police 
officers. 

The third policeman fired 
back. 


One of the wounded officers 
was a woman. She was bit in 
the chest. The male officer 
was hit in the shoulder. 

Their conditions were not 
known.

Bedouins need only sheep

Yahkoub is the first to 
awake in his black Bedouin 
tent. Wrapping a coarse wool 
homspun * cloak around his 
shoulders against the biting 
cold, he takes his rod and 
staff and . hurries to the 
lambs. 

Over the Karun River a 
mist is rolling high. In the 
distance stretches the great 
Mesopotamian Plain, perfectly 
flat, grassless, sand-poisoned, 
and sterile. The rains have 
been late and few. 

From the bramble-bush en¬ 
closure that serves as a 
sheepfold, the ewes are al¬ 
ready bleating for their 
young. The hungry lambs, 
kept inside an earthen hut at 
night, answer back in high- 
pitched chorus. 

Yahkoub and his two older 
brothers, Husein and Kazin, 
own just over 4U0 sheep, 
which provide their meat, 
wool, and source of money for 
wheat, sugar, tea and a few 
other basic necessities. 

Yahkoub says: “if a man 
has enough sheep, he is in 
need of nothing more. Some 
Bedouins say we have too 
many sheep now, and every 
year, if the rains are few and 
the government irrigates 
more and more land to farm, 
there is less and less grass. 
But I say to them, ‘Who gives 
the grass, you or Allah?’ ” 

To Yahkoub. the cultivaWs 
on the edge of the desert are 
his natural enemies, planting 
the ever-scarcer grasslands 
with their crops. Sometimes, 
if they find crushed or eaten 
grain where a sheep has 
strayed, they become angry. 
There are sometimes, bitter 
struggles with the shepherds, 
and killings. 

This day, after a hasty 
breakfast of sweet tea and un¬ 
leavened bread, Yahkoub and 
his cousin Sherif hurry to 
catch up with the herd, which 
Yahkoub’s brother, Kazim, is 
driving along a dry canal bed 
between two wheatfields. 

Soon Yahkoub and Sherif 
have caught up qnd are run¬ 
ning back and forth, trying to 
close up the herd and shoo 
forward laggards and strays. 

When they are gathered in. 
Yahkoub utters a high-pitched 
cry, the signal for them to 
stop and graze. Like all Be- 
douins k he can make a variety 
of sounds tiie sheep under¬ 
stand and obey. 

Then he takes a reed flute, 
saying, “They like music.” 

One ewe cannot keep up 
with the herd; she moves a 
few paces and falls to the 
earth. Yahkoub says she will 
deliver soon. 

A thunderstorm gathers, 
and a brilliant flash of light¬ 
ning illuminates the plain. At 
the same time rain begins to 
fall. 

"I^ook! The ewe!” Yahkoub 
exelaitns. Already it is giving 
birth, and Husein runs to aid 
the delivery, gently assisting 
a fleecy black lamb's arrival. 
The small creature shivers, 
wags its tail, and looks with 
interest at the world around 
it. Yahkoub gives it to the 
ewe to lick clean. Then he 
wraps it in the folds of his 
cloak, tucking it in carefully 
to keep it warm. 

The rain is soon over, and

Husein carries the Iamb back 
to the encampment, the ewe 
following at his heels, while 
the two youths build a fire to 
dry their clothes. 

Yahkoub teases the two 
mangy sheep dogs which fol¬ 
low the herd and grapples 
with Sherif. The dogs jump 
about, barking and snapping 
their jaws, until the two 
youths fall to the ground 
laughing and wrestling. 

In a burst of high spirits, 
they start to do handsprings. 
When Husein returns, he is 


angry to see such liorseplay. 
He harshly tells them he is 
taking the flock into the dunes 
toward the ruined temple. He 
has heard there is grass 
there. 

As they climb steadily into 
the dunes, they find places 
where the grass and sand 
have been eroded by rains, 
and the earth is scattered 
with debris from ruins. There 
are shards of glazed blue and 
green pottery, pieces of bone 
so old they crumble in their 
fingers, and bits of black ob¬ 
sidian and colored glass. Yah¬ 
koub says to watch for tiny 
green copper coins, for these 
can be sold in the bazaars to 
be passed on to tourists in the 
cities. 

The dunes seem formed 
from great heaps of this 
debris, as if a vast city had 
once been in this* place. But 
where had such wondrous 
people come from and where 
had they gone? 

Yahkoub and Sherif race 
each other to the top of the 
next dune, when they sudden¬ 
ly stop. There ahead above 
the dunes, its great mass pink 
in the bright sunshine against 
the green-streaked pastures 
at its base and the yellow- 


ochre sand, is the ruined tem¬ 
ple of Chogha Zanbil, or 
“overturned basket” as the 
Bedouins call it. 

The great temple strikes 
awe in the two young shep¬ 
herds, as it does in everyone 
who beholds it, a great pyra¬ 
mid-shaped, 165-foot tower 
with its mist-wreathed top 
seemingly in the heavens. 

They hurry the sheep to¬ 
ward the green grass below 
the temple. Then the two 
young Arabs stumble into the 
ruins of ancient Elam’s royal 
catacombs, preserved in the 
dry desert air about as they 
were almost 3,000 years be¬ 
fore when chariot-borne As¬ 
syrians came and massacred 
the entire populace of what 
had been a large city. 

Some 500 yards or so from 
the great temple itself, they 
come upon what must once 
have been a large palace. The 
walls of the foundations still 
stand, rising 20 feet into the 
air, and the stone floors are 
still intact. 

“This place is very old,” 
says Sherif. "Before the 
Prophet Daniel. I don’t know 
how many years ago. The 
rooms are all broken. Every¬ 
thing has fallen down.” 

Yahkoub gives a cry of de¬ 
light, finding a fragment of 
pottery with the imprint of a 
human finger along the rim. 
He places his own finger over 
it, commenting, “These peo¬ 
ple were very big. Bigger 
than we are.” 

Ahead there are three long 
corridors, each with a steep 
staircase leading deep un¬ 
derground. 

“Let’s go see.” 

“No, I don’t go down there. 
Too dangerous. Maybe 
wolves, hyenas.” 

But curiosity gets the better 
of them, and Sherif makes a 
torch of sagebrush to light 
their descent. The youths dis¬ 
cover three cavernous halls 
below, with high, arched ceil¬ 
ings and low-roofed corridors 
connecting them. The place 
has a foul smell, sickly sweet 
and rotten. 

In one vast chamber is . an 
enormous slab of white mar¬ 
ble, in another three pits of 
ashes. As their torch scatters 
a trail of sparks in the last 
chamber. Yahkoub gasps. 
Just visible in the gloom at 
the far end is a great table 
surrounded by large, thronc- 
like chairs. In the eerie torch¬ 
light it is easy to imagine fig¬ 
ures sitting in the chairs. 

The youths hold their breath 
for a mojnent. Then Sherif 
drops the torch. They head 
for the light at the entrance, 
bumping and pushing each 
other. Once out of the ruins, 
they break into a run. 

’Back in the tent, wrapped 
up once more in his warm 
quilt across the fire pit from 
Yahkoub, Sherif thinks about 
the harsh discipline of desert 
life and is thankful he has es¬ 
caped to work as a peddler in 
a village bazaar. “The life of 
the Bedouin is no good.” he 
tells Yahkoub. 

“Yes." agrees Yahkoub, but 
not for the same reasons. 
“Nowadays’ there is not 
enough grass for our sheep. 
Nothing is left for us but the 
thorns and berries or the 
lotus tree.”

Nomadic shepherds 
continue traditions 
of original hunters 

When men descended from the Central Asian 
Plateau down into the Mesopotamian Plain some 
11,000 years ago, two distinct life-styles diverged: 
that of the sedentary peasant farmers whose food 
surpluses made possible the first towns and eventu¬ 
ally the rise of urban civilization; and that of the 
hunters who found field labor little to their liking 
and adopted instead the ways of the herdsman. 

Today the traditions of the hunter continue 
among the world’s shrinking group of nomadic 
shepherds, with patrilineal families, and unity of 
kinship groups under authority of a chieftain who 
decides where to seek pasture or pitch tents. 

In Africa the nomads are threatened by 
drought and the southward movement of the Sa¬ 
hara. In other newly rich, oil-producing countries 
such as Iran (with 1 million to 2 million nomads), 
shepherds are being pushed out by the need to 
reclaim farmland from the desert. Yahkoub, the 
focal point of the companion story, is one such 
shepherd.

Iran's Shah recruits cowboys

The Shah of Iran is hiring 
cowboys from California, 
among other groups, In his ef¬ 
forts to transform a rural 
economy with record speed. 

There are no easy choices in 

such a drive. Agriculture eggs, fruit, and vegetables - 
a diet denied to most poor 
Iranians for centuries. Much 
of the food is imported. 

The obstacles to spreading 
the benefits of the economic 
boom, however, are many. 
Some 60 per cent of the 
Shah's people are largely illit¬ 
erate peasants tied to subsis¬ 
tence agriculture only begin¬ 
ning to be transformed lo 
modern farming. 

At the same tin^e the in¬ 
come of city dwellers, now 
five to 10 times higher than 
that of the peasants, may 
quickly rise to 10 to 15 times 
higher. And the population is 
expected to rise from 32 mil¬ 
lion people to 40 million by

that it will be a deficit nation 
in the foreseeable future. 

The World Bank has pro¬ 
posed a strategy of cash, 
credit, and technical assis¬ 
tance to Iran’s long-neglected 
small farmers with ihe es¬ 
tablishment of 1,200 new 
small market tow'ns to absorb 
and employ millions of pea¬ 
sants likely to be uprooted in 
a rapid modernization of agri¬ 
culture. 

A counterstrategy. which 


the World Bank opposes bu‘ is 
favored by the U.S. and 
others, is to invest heavily in 
agribusiness companies and 
farm corporations, fbunded on 
large-scale mechanized fann¬ 
ing. as a shortcut to self-suf¬ 
ficiency in food. 

The Shah, in fact, is pit'ting 
millions into both'approaches. 

Ten years ago Iran’s major 
land reform gave the poor 
their own land, but the vast 
majority of family-size farms 
support 5.7 oeople on only 5 to 
7 acres. Irrigated land is very 
scarce, discouraing emer¬ 
gence of the kind of prosper¬ 
ous small farms found in 
northern India and Pakistan. 


The problem- is further com¬ 
plicated by Iran’s extremely 
d*verse rural population, di¬ 
vided as it is Into Lur, Kurk, 
Turk, Baluchi. Bakhliari, 
Arab, and other tribal minori¬ 
ties, each with its own tradi¬ 
tional farming methods. 

The Shah is trying to negoti¬ 
ate* 150 more agribusiness 
contracts 'only a half-dozen 
have so far been wrapped 
up). The contracts Include a 
Japanese silkworm project. 

At the other end of the scale 
is an outfit of six American 
c owboys from Coalinga, 
Calif., who will set up a feed- 
lot for 100.000 sheep and 30.000 
beef cattle.

Recession worries Washington 


While there's a lot of talk in 
Washington about fighting in¬ 
flation. the administration is 
actually moving to prevent 
the economy from slipping 
deeper into recession. 

Already the Federal Re¬ 
serve System has eased 
•lightly its anti-inflationary 
tight credit policy. 

Nor is federal spending re¬ 
straint as stern as the politi¬ 
cal chatter might indicate.

The latest official estimate 
of the budget, deficit for the 
current fiscal year is 511.4 bil¬ 
lion. White House officials 
I»romist»to trim the red ink. 

However, a study by Michi¬ 
gan State University's Robert 
Rasche finds the deficit more 
likely to reach $20 billion. 
Moreover, he reckons, the 
federal government will need 
to borrow an extra $35.5 bil¬ 
lion in the current fiscal year, 
putting strains on the money 
market. 

This doesn't mean the Ford ..j 
administration has given up 
the anti-inflation game. 

Nor does it prove the series 
of economic summit'meetings. 
started last week and continu¬ 
ing this week with a meeting 
of labor leaders in the White 
House, is a futile talkfest. 

Economists believe the ses¬ 
sions have considerable edu¬ 
cational value for the public 
and probably President 
Ford and Congress. 

What the FED's easing of 
monetary policy shows is that 
sophisticated Washington poli¬ 
cymakers, ifi weighing the 
twin dangers of inflation and 
recession, have become some¬ 


what more concerned with the 
latter. 

Led by its white-haired 
slow-speaking chairman, Dr. 
Arthur F. Burns, the FED 
does not want to overdo its 
credit restraint. It wants a 
sluggish economy — not one 
in deep recession with soaring 
unemployment. 

The latest economic news 
tends to strengthen such 
recession fears. This week the 
nation’s corporate purchasing 
agents reported a further de¬ 
terioration in business activi¬ 
ty as new orders, production 
and forward commitments 
worsened during August. 

Further, business invento¬ 
ries are accumulating at an 
unhealthy pace as buying 
slackens. 

Unemployment rose to 5.4 
per cent in August, the labor 
department announced last 
Friday and experts at last 
week's economic summit 
thought it might climb to 6 
per 1 cent or more in the fu- 


One major problem for 
Washington is that any shift t 
in economic policy takes time 
lo actually alter actual busi¬ 
ness trends. For instance, it is 


usually reckoned that a 
change in monetary policy re¬ 
quires six to nine months to 
change the demand for goods 
and services. 

“The policies in the first 
half of this year . . . will 
largely determine the final 
demand for the rest of this 
vear # and into 1974.” noted 
economist Beryl Sprinkel. 

11181 means any shift in 
monetary policy now won’t 
have much impact on the 
economy until well into 1975. 
Thus central bankers must 
try to predict the pattern of 
the business cycle well into 
the future in making mone¬ 
tary decisions. This is dif¬ 
ficult. A bad judgment can 
mean a worse economic 
downturn than desired. 

Meanwhile, it has been 
made clear that beating infla¬ 
tion will take years. 

President Ford now says 
this task won’t br fully ac¬ 
complished before 1976. 

The tough economic line 
continues in Washington. Alan 
Greenspan, the new chairman 
of the president’s council of 
economic advisers, argues 
that right now no significant 
policy changes could be taken 
to lower the unemployment 
rate and keep it there. 

Businessmen, he said, arc I 
anticipating a softening in de- ] 
mand for their goods, and. as 
a result, there will be a fur¬ 
ther increase in unemploy¬ 
ment. . _

Court too crowded, case dismissed

Kurtenbhch 
is reportedly in Seattle and a 


settlement may come before 
the Canucks' main camp 
opens Monday in Victoria. 

"We don't expect to have an 
announcement about Kurt 
until Monday.” Maloney said 
at a press conference. 

"I think it was a cheap shot 
by Crazier." 

"And* I also think Kurt 
could probably play in that 
league on one leg," he con¬ 
cluded. 

Maloney's speech at the 
conference lasted only about 
30 seconds. Most of the time 
was taken by Franz Henrichs, 


a hockey coach in Utek, 25 
miles from Amsterdam. 

Henrichs, the Canucks’ Eu¬ 
ropean scout, said that Erich 
Kuenhackl, a 23-year-old West 
German centre, is definitely 
NHL material. 

The six-foot-four Kuenhackl 
finished third in the - world 
hockey championships’ "B” 
pool and was an outstanding 
player for the national team. 
Kuenhackl is expected to be 
in Vancouver for a 10-day 
tryout starting Oct. 7 and 
may be signed by the Can¬ 


ucks and sent to Seattle for 
grooming. 

Henrichs also had some 
thoughts on the upcoming 
Team Canada ’74-Russia 
series which opens Tuesday in 
Quebec City. 

"If they’re (Team Canada 
’74)- nbt stronger than Team 
Canada 72, they’ll lose. 

"Canada, made the same 
mistake as in 1972*— they 
played the series in Sep¬ 
tember. 

"Why don’t you play it in 
January and with the REAL 


team, NHL, WHA or whatev¬ 
er?” 

Henrichs said the European 
presp won’t differentiate be¬ 
tween the NHL and WHA on 
the upcoming series. 

"They won’t write ‘The 
WHA was beaten by the Rus¬ 
sians.’ they will write 'The 
best Canadian pros were bea¬ 
ten by the Russians.’ ’’ 

Henrichs said the difference 
between former coach Vsevo¬ 
lod Bobrov and Boris Kulagin 
is that Bobrov wasn’t heavy 
on discipline, believing more 


in individualism, while Kula¬ 
gin is very strong on dis¬ 
cipline, emphasizing that the 
team is everything. 

“1 don’t understand how 
(Vladislav) Tretiak was so 
good here. He is definitely not 
the best European goal¬ 
keeper. He isn’t even the best 
in Russia.”

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Mother Cecilia first witness: 

No longer a member of the church

Mother Cecilia, the woman who, in 1922, 
founded a religious society which today has 
assets estimated at 51.5 million, no longer 
professes to belong to any church or religion. 

That was the evidence given in B.C. 
Supreme Court Friday before Mr. Justice H. 
C. McKay by Mother Cecila Mary Dodd, 85, 
w ho founded the Society of the Love of Jesus 
in Vancouver 52 years ago. 

Her statement came during the fourth day 
of the trial being held to decide which of the 
society’s two factions control it and its 
assets. 

Mother Cecilia and four others are suing 
the society in an effort to gain that control, 
claiming they are its only members in good 
standing. 

Her group has been termed the "tradi¬ 


tional faction" of the society, which has been 
at odds with the "modern faction" of 
Sister Leonette Hoesing since the latter’s 
election as Mother Prioress in 1965. 

Mother Cecilia was the first witness to be 
called in the trial, expected to last at least 
another five days. 

Earlier in her testimony, she had said the 
society was a self-governing group, and had 
been recognized as such by the Vatican when 
its members converted from the Anglican 
faith to Roman Catholicism in 1936. 

Questioned by Hugh MacMillan, counsel 
for the traditionalists, she said she had re¬ 
ceived assurances from Rome in that year 
that the sisters of the society would be al¬ 
lowed to keep their Benedectine rule, name 
and habits and to continue their work. 

This would mean the local bishop would 
have control only over the society’s chapel, 
she testified. 

Replying to defence counsel, Cecil Bran¬ 


son, Mother Cecilia admitted she had had no 
training in canon law (the law of the 
church). 

Mother Cecilia said she had guided the so¬ 
ciety from its birth — when it was all but 
penniless - until 1961. when its assets includ¬ 
ed a 17 acre parcel of land on Goldstream in 
Langford. 

She described life within the society as 
"semi-cloistered," which meant its members 
did not leave its priory except to perform 
their charitable works, until her retirement 
as Mother Prioress in 1961. 

Among the duties of the sisters was the 
daily celebration of the divine office, she tes¬ 
tified. a ritual involving the repetieion of 
specified prayers during specified periods of 
the day. 

The ritual was "the most important work" 
of any Benedictine sister, which the 
members of the Society of the Love of Jesus 
are. Mother Cecilia added. 


That life began to change after her retire¬ 
ment. she said. 

The society "went slowly downhill" after 
her retirement, she said, something she 
"stood for three years (before she) wrote to 
the Holy Father (the Pope) and told him 
what was going on." 

In that letter, she asked the pope to ap¬ 
point another of the sisters as Mother 
Prioress, to replace Mother Ursula Mary, 
who had been elected to the post following 
Mother Cecilia’s retirement. 

She said she definitely did not ask the Vati¬ 
can to appoint anyone from outside the com¬ 
munity, though this was what subsequently 
happened. 

Mother Cecilia also testified that long¬ 
standing custom of the society prohibited any 
male from spending the night in the priory. 

Her testimony is expected to continue 
Monday, when the trial resumes at the Vic¬ 
toria Law Courts.

estate 

NANAIMO — Another 
major property bequest has 
been offered to Malaspina 
College. 

The college has been of¬ 
fered title to the estate of the 
late Dr. Cyril Berkley, who 
died last year at the age of 93. 

The estate, consisting of 
about three acres of prime 
land on Stephenson Point 
road, would be maintained as 
a botanical garden under con¬ 
ditions of the bequest. It is sit¬ 
uated next to the Pacific Bio¬ 
logical Station on Departure 
Bay, where Berkley worked 
for more than 50 years, distin¬ 
guishing himself as one of 
Canada’s foremost marine 
biologists. 

Recently, his grand¬ 
daughter, Dr. Mary Arai of 
Calgary, approached the col¬ 
lege council and made the 
offer. 

College president Dr. 
Carlton O p g a a r d described 
the property as "very valu¬ 
able and well worth preserv¬ 
ing." On the property is an 
older two-storey house. 

The land was originally left 
to the University of British 
Columbia botanical gardens 
but, as Opgaard explained, al¬ 
though the botanical signifi¬ 
cance was recognized, "it was 
felt that the location was not 
ideal to be of value of UBC 
and the offer was refused. 

"Those involved with the es¬ 
tate wanted to see Dr. Berk¬ 
ley’s wishes carried out and. 
as a result, they approached

College urged for north Island 


A nev( community college to 
serve ttje northern portion of 
Vancouver Island is recom¬ 
mended in the final report of 
a special government task 
force, released Friday. 

It is part of over-all recom¬ 
mendations urging provision 
of community college services 
to all areas of British Colum¬ 
bia. To do this, the report rec¬ 
ommends establishment of 
three other community col¬ 
leges — at Terrace, Dawson 


Creek, and in the East Koo¬ 
tenay region. 

The 14-member task force, 
chaired by Mrs. Hazel L'Es- 
t range of Douglas College 
Council, Burnaby, was ap¬ 
pointed in 1973 to examine the 
community college system 
throughout the province and 
recommend changes. 

Education Minister Eileen 
Dailly said the report will go 
to the cabinet for study and 
some of its recommendations 


will likely be incorporated in 
a new community college act 
for introduction at the spring 
session of the legislature. She 
did not comment on specific 
recom mendat ions. 

At a press conference, Mrs. 
L’Estrange said the northern 
Island area, with 75,000 popu¬ 
lation, was the largest of any 
of the four areas recommend¬ 
ed for Qjgw colleges. 

No siWMvas recommended 
for the Vancouver Island col¬ 


lege but it is intended to serve 
the areas of Port Hardy, Port 
Alice. Alert Bay, Port f 
McNeill, Campbell River, 
Gold River and Powell River. 

Mrs. L'Estrange said com¬ 
muting facilities available to 
the residents were taken into 
account before making the 
recommendation. 

The report also presents a 
number of suggested adminis¬ 
trative changes, among them 
the elimination of school 


trustees as members of com¬ 
munity college councils. 

Instead, the colleges would 
be governed by a 15-member 
board, of which ten would be 
appointed by the provincial 
government — live from the 
community, five on the rec- 
ommendation of school 
boards, and five elected from 
within the college itself — two 
instructors, two students, and 
one member of "support" 
staff.

The document, prepared by 
Status of Women in Van¬ 
couver. was published by 
the B.C. Teachers Federation 
for suggested use in Grade 11 
and 12 classes. It traces the 
history of women through the 
centuries and. in parts, 
blames the Christian church 
for their oppression. 

A copy of the document was 
sent to the school board by 
Rev. Garwood Rentz of Cour¬ 
tenay with a letter in which 
he said significant portions of 
the document are "unscholar- 
ly, propagandist, historically 
inaccurate and seriously at 
variance with the standards 
and values of a majority ot 
citizens in this community." 

Rev. Eric Scott, also of 
Courtenay, said the publica¬ 
tion was "an appalling distor¬ 
tion 6f the truth . . . very ig¬ 
norant and perverse." 

School trustee Ruth 
McKeller said the women’s 
study course would get into 
the schools here only "over 
my dead body.” 

Art Tindell. president of the 
BCTF branch in Courtenay, 
said he had only heard about 
the document and didn’t know 
it had been circulated locally. 

“From what I’ve heard. I 
would be a little dismayed if 
this was instituted as a course 
in the school." 

However, Tindell said, there 
wtxild be nothing wrong with 
a teacher discussing the docu¬ 
ment w'ith students in an ob¬ 
jective manner. 

Chances of the documents 
or parts of it being used at 
schools arc slim. 

John Meredith, superin¬ 
tendent of instructional ser¬ 
vices for B.C., said the guide 
had been rejected by the edu¬ 
cation' department when it 
was first presented to the ad¬ 
visory committee on curricu¬ 
lum. 

He said, "the department 
understands the guide is being 
revised." and gave the follow¬ 
ing reasons for the rejection: 

"The committee questioned 
its accuracy, its lack of objec¬ 
tives and its appropriateness 
for use in high schools. 

Meredith said no other 
course of women’s studies is 
being considered by the de¬ 
partment. 

Linda Shuto, executive as¬ 
sistant for the BCTF’s Status 
of Women program, con¬ 
firmed that the women's 
stpdy ccurse was rejected 
with some strong criticism in 
April. 

She said the course is being 
revised, and if it is acceptable 
to the education department, 
the department will print the 
guide but will not designate it 
a provincial elective. 

Once printed, she said, 
teachers will have to convince 
principals that such a course 
is needed and persuade school 
boards to approve the course 
before they can teach it. 
the church has copntributed to 
"The ministers who have 
just happened to find a copy 
of the unrevised guide are ex¬ 
tremely over-reacting,” said 
Ms. Shuto. 

She stressed that the guide 
is not a ccurse outline or text¬ 
book for use by students. 

Rut she was firm on the 
value of the guide. 

"Courtenay’s critics of the 
guide arc sensitive because 
the guide points out that the 
church has contributed to the 
subjugation of women. And 
that’s a fact that historically 
the church has contributed to 
the oppression of women.” 

Ms. Shuto emphasized that 
the guide does not say reli-. 
gion is bad. "The guide also 
shows how all aspects of soci- 
ety have contributed to the 
oppression of women." 

She added that she is con¬ 
cerned that over-reaction to 
the guide will cause the edu¬ 
cation department to refuse to 
print the revised version. 

Courtenay board of educa¬ 
tion has refused the course 
guide to its educational com¬ 
mittee for which will report to 
the next board meeting Oct.

Old folks ’ penny-ante game busted by police 


SAN FRANCISO (UPI) — The eight old folks 
live in a skid row hotel that caters to pensioners, 
their days filled with idleness. But at night there 
was the penny-ante poker game after the television 
went off. 

One night last week, two scruffy, hip-looking 
men appeared suddenly in the old hotel's lounge 
on the second floor. The card players, aged 62 to 
83, some crippled and others with heart conditions, 
looked up in terror, convinced they were'about to 
be robbed. 

But one of the long-haired men put something 


on the table and it was a police badge — the vice 
squad. It was a raid. 

"They said don't move anything, and then 
they took all our money,” said one of the old 
folks. 

“I was so shaken 1 cried,” said Mrs. Ellen 
Neel. 

An onlooker was arrested "because I was sit¬ 
ting too close to the table,” he said. The plain- 
clothesmen gave them receipts for their money and 
then fingerprinted them. 

The charge confused them: Visiting a gambling 
house or place. 


"We can’t walk out on the street at night and 
some of us can hardly walk,” explained one woman 
with a heart condition. 

“We play poker because there is nothing else 
to do," said a former schoolteacher who taught 
citizenship to immigrants. 

"I had just gone into the next room for a hot 
chocolate," said a great-grandmother. "I don't tell 
my friends my age, so I asked the officer if I could 
whisper it in his ear.” 

“The hotel is one of the few places they'll 
treat us like human beings,” said the wife of a one¬ 
time San Francisco court reporter. 


Early Wednesday they showed up for their 
day in court, several horn’s before their case was 
to start. 

At 9:25 a.m., municipal court Judge Daniel 
Hanlon summoned them and announced the dis¬ 
trict attorney had decided not to press the charge. 

One women wept with relief. One man had 
heart palpitations and needed a wheelchair. 

Then they went back to the Alexander Hotel 
on Eddy Street. The nightly poker game will con¬ 
tinue, they say, but now with paper clips. 

And they have a new name among the old 
folks at the hotel: “The Alexander Eight."

Joy Moon, chairman of the 
CSA's child seating systems 
committee, said the regula¬ 
tions, effective November, 
1975, will force all children’s 
car seats available in North 
America off the Canadian 
market "and possibly kill 
more kids." 

"They will be back in the 
arms of their mothers getting 
tossed about in accidents," 
she said. 

Mrs. Moon said officials in 
the ministry of consumer and 
corporate affairs took a re¬ 
port dealing with autobobile 
back seats and applied it in¬ 
stead to front seats. But a 
ministry spokesman said 
Wednesday that engineers 
made extensive tests on both 
front and back seats. 

The report, requested by 
Mrs. Moon in June, 1974, was 
labelled Knee Room in Rear 
Seat Compartment for 1967 to 
1971 cars, she said. Officials 
misinterpreted it, and 
reached the conclusion that 95 
per cent of the cars on the 
road would put a child’s head 
into the dashboard," she said. 

The consumer dcpartmenl 
criticized the CSA’s sugges¬ 
tion for a 26-inch movement 
by a child in a restraint, Mrs. 
Moon said. In its new regula¬ 
tions, the government reduced 
allowable movement to 18 
inches. 

James Black, director of 
the ministry’s product safety 
branch, says that the new 
standard was reached after 
studies by engineers and con¬ 
sultation with a pediatrician 
on the danger factors in¬ 
volved. 

He said United States engi¬ 
neers are proposing the same 
standard to their government, 
and he expects manufacturers 
to be able to meet the new 
requirements. 

Mrs. Moon said some seats 
that have been proved safe in 
severe accidents are included 
in the banned group.

NEW YORK (AP> - U.S. 
Airline stewardesses’ long¬ 
standing ire over magazine 
and television ads urging pas¬ 
sengers to "Fly Me" came to 
a boil as the women vowed to 
fight the airlines—with their 
own commercial. 

Stewardesses for Women’s 
Rights (SFWR), a year-old or¬ 
ganization that has enrolled 
about 1,000 of the country’s 
35.000 to 40.000 flight ste¬ 
wardesses, ended a two-day 
conference by showing its own 
TV commercial, aimed at 
knocking down the "sexpot" 
image of stewardesses they 
claim has been created by 
current advertising. 

In a campaign which 
SFWR’s executive administra¬ 
tor Cynthia Glacken says is 
aimed at forcing airlines "not 
to sell seats through sexual 
innuendo," the group hopes to 
wipe out slogans like "Bird of 
the Air" and "Make You Feel 
Good All Over" as well. 

The SFWR contends that 
"sexploitation” endangers the 
I safety of passengers and 
crew. 

Liz Rich, another SFWR of¬ 


ficer, cited an example: An 
emergency evacuation of a 
plane was ordered and the 
stewardess had hardly taken 
her post at the exit door when 
a male passenger "picked her 
up and carried her off, saying 
‘You shouldn’t be here, little 
girl’.” Seventy passengers, 
were still on the plane await¬ 
ing, evacuation. 

Their own commercial em¬ 
phasizes safety, which the ste¬ 
wardesses say the airlines 
play down because it turns 
people off flying. 

In the ad, an actress tells 
about how stewardesses arc 
trained to carry out safety 
regulations and handle emer¬ 
gencies. 

"I take great pride in my 
w o r k." she says. "I don’t 
think of myself as a sex object 
or a servant, but as someone 
who is capable of opening the 
door of a 747 in the dark, up¬ 
side down, and in the water.’’ 

A hundred or so young ste¬ 
wardesses. out of uniform and 
mostly wearing jeans, 
watched as the actress ran 
through her script and 
cheered loudly when she de¬ 
clared the sexpot image "is 
unsafe at any altitude.”

Peasants’ architect 
provides example 


"Normally, a peasant has 
only one big chance in the 
whole of his life to choose for 
himself what sort of house 
and furniture he wants ... to 
choose between beauty and 
ugliness.” 

The man who wrote these 
words lives today in a 15th- 
century Mameluke house at 
the base of Cairo’s Citadel. 
Children gambol in the street 
below, and from the rooftop 
one can see all the way across 
the Egyptian capital to the 
Pyramids, rising like brown 
diamonds. 15 miles away. 

The man is Hassan Fathy. 
And he is a bouncy sep¬ 
tuagenarian architect with a 
bushy little moustache and a 
w arm, brilliant smile. 

While most of the archi¬ 
tects. planners, economists, 
and bureaucrats of the Third 
World have concentrated on 
stuffing the flood of city im¬ 
migrants into low-cost, mass- 
produced boxes to make way 
for the next wave, Fathy has 
been worrying about those 
who remain in the rural 
areas. 

As he told fellow architect 
Constantine Doxiades, “My 
clients are the billion pea¬ 
sants doomed to premature 
death from inadequate and 
unsanitary housing.” 

In the belief that people 
would not flock to the cities if 
life in the countryside were 
more bearable. Fathy has de¬ 
voted his life to designing 
cheap, durable, and attractive 
housing for the rural poor. 

At a time when the United 
Nations estimates that ihe ab¬ 
solute minimum cost for a 
single-family dwelling with 
conventional materials is 
SI,800. Fathy has shown that 
he can do it for less than $500. 
To achieve this in his native 
Egypt, he came to recognize 
simultaneously the necessity 
and the beauty of mud brick. 

“The architect.” he once 
wrote, "is in a unique position

site. 

Vet there is a strong possi¬ 
bility that Fathy and Ghourna 
may in the next two years re¬ 
ceive the attention, and ac¬ 
claim that they deserve, in 
1970. ihe United Nations will 
hold a world conference and 
exposition on human settle¬ 
ments. First among their ob¬ 
jectives is to find solutions to 
the questions of low-cost hous¬ 
ing. 

The United Nations Envi¬ 
ronment Program has al¬ 
ready adopted a principle 
which incorporates most of 
the philosophy oh which 
Ghourna was built. "Eco- 
Development" is a style of 
development which calls for 
specific solutions to the par¬ 
ticular problems of a given 
region in the light of cultural 
as well as ecological and eco¬ 
nomic conditions. 

What better example is 
there of the maximum use of 
local skills and local materi¬ 
als than Ghourna with its 
local masons and mud bricks? 
Ghourna embodies an idea 
whose time has come. 


to revive the peasant's faith 
in his owm culture.” 

To build for the people, one 
must, build with the people. 
Fathy felt. Thus he sought to 
renew what he called the trin¬ 
ity of owner, craftsman, and 
architect. 

Thirty years ago. the Egyp¬ 
tian architect made his dream 
a reality by building a village 
entirely out of mud brick. Il 
was called New Ghourna and 
was located across the Nile 
from the Egyptian town of 
Luxor. 

After he had brought 
masons down from Aswan to 
teach brickmaking and dome 
construction, he set to work 
on the multiplicity of details. 
He built a fresh-water system, 
a theatre, pigeon tow’ers. and 
airy market stalls. He built a 
mosque around a tree. 

But Ghourna failed !>eforc it 
was ever given a chance to 
succeed. Bureaucratic jealou¬ 
sies. red tape, and corruption 
in those latter years of the. 
constitutional monarchy in 
Egypt, together with the pro¬ 
posed residents’ reluctance io 
live in the village, killed the 
project. 

The people from Old Ghour¬ 
na had for generations made 
their easy living by robbing 
the nearby lombs. They were 
not willing to exchange that 
life for one of hard work. 

So now some or the walls of 
the curiously ancient-modern 
village are crumbling.

Governor upset, hints heavy tanker traffic 


VANCOUVER (CP) - The 
B.C. Energy Commission said 
Friday it will more than dou¬ 
ble the export price of natural 
gas. 

The price of natural gas to 
R.C. customers could also be 
doubled depending on how the 
export increase is arrived at. 

The surprise bid for higher 
rates followed a statement by 
.lames Rhodes, chairman of 
the crown's B.C. Petroleum 
Corp.. that B.C. does not in¬ 
tend lo share anticipated 
short natural gas supplies 
with its customers in the 
United States this winter. 

But Rhodes said the prov¬ 
ince would do what it. can to 


find other ways of increasing 
the supply to the U.S. 

Rhodes’ statement upset 
Washington Governor Dan 
Evans, who said Friday oil 
tanker traffic along the Wesi 


(.bast would be increased if 
B.C. refuses to share its natu¬ 
ral gas with his state. 

Evans, in Vancouver to 
address the Washington Bar 
Association’s annual conven¬ 


tion, said the pending winter 
shortage poses a serious prob¬ 
lem for many industries and 
could result in a major cut¬ 
back in employment in the 
state. 


He said he can understand 
B.C.’s "desire to maintain its 
previous levels,” but said he 
expected the province to live 
up to its contractural obliga¬ 
tions with Washington. 


Oil exporters hike royalties, taxes

VIENNA — The world’s major oil exporting; 
countries decided Friday to raise their revenues 
for the fourth quarter of this year, beginning; Oct. 
1, by imposing a 3 ■/£-per-cent increase on royal¬ 
ties and taxes paid by international oil companies. 


The decision will raise the cost of a barrel of oil by 
about 33 cents. 

The oil exporting countries contend that such 
increases should be absorbed by the oil companies 
out of their profits and not be passed on to con¬ 
sumers. But oil companies indicated the. consumer 
would pay about a ccnt-a-gallon more for gasoline 
and heating nil. 


"We will want to ensure 
that where there is a short¬ 
age, the reduced production 
will be shared,” he said. 

The governor said if sup¬ 
plies from B.C. do not offset 
shortages in the state, the 
only alternative is to increase 
tanker traffic from Alaska. 

Rhodes, returning from 
talks in Ottawa with federal 
Energy Minister Donald Mac¬ 
donald. said it Is not his in¬ 
terpretation of the meeting 
that B.C. consumers will have 
to "share" any short supplies 
with U.S. consumers.

VANCOUVER (CPi Re¬ 
taliation among world trading 
nations because of restrictive 
trade policies "would provoke 
economic anarchy,” Finance 
Minister John Turner said 
Friday. 

He made the comment ei a 
news conference after telling 
the Vancouver Men’s Canadi¬ 
an Club that fiscal restraining 
actions of individual nations 
would have a snowballing ef¬ 
fect on a world economy that 
is already depressed. 

The minister said individual 
governments are no longer in 
a vacuum and what they do 
collectively lo combat infla¬ 
tion "would have a contagious 
effect" on the world economy 
as a whole. 

There is a need for more 
economic co-ordination and 
consultation among nations; 
world trade should be more 
liberal, and the International 
Monetary Fund, now adminis¬ 
tered by technocrats, should 
have more political clout. 

This is the message Turner 
said he will take to Common¬ 
wealth and other finance min¬ 
isters before the IMF meeting 
in Washington next month. 

The minister said Canada 
"is very vulnerable in terms 
of the world economy . . . we 
can’t isolate ourselves " v. 

Turner said inflation w-ill 
take longer to beat than origi¬ 
nally anticipated and asked 
Canadians to “muster a great 
deal of self-discipline and self- 
restraint in the next 12 
months to two years."

Beryl sweet-talks hoarders 


OTTAWA (CP) Beryl Plumptre. chair¬ 
man of the food prices review board, has de¬ 
nied reports of a sugar shortage in Canada. 

"There is absolutely no reason for panic 
buying and hoarding by consumers." Mrs. 
Plumptre said in a news release Friday. 

She said the hoard conducted inquiries 
into the availability of sugar following v"a 
rash of ’scare’ stories carried in the media 


recently about the possibility of shortages 
and wildly unrealistic prices." 

Mrs. Plumptre criticized consumer* who 
had stocked up on sugar in anticipation of 
shortages and higher prices. 

"1 have been assured by those closest to 
the sugar trade in Canada that we have 
ample sugar stocks and people who say 
sugar is going to a dollar a pound next 
week are being irresponsible." 


Government documents 
show the new administration 
authorized spending up to 
*450,000 for Nixon a week be¬ 
fore it asked Congress to ap¬ 
propriate funds for the transi¬ 
tion. 

The GSA already has com¬ 
mitted about $6,000 of that 
money, but Comptroller- 
General Elmer Staats said it 
wasn’t authorized to do so.

Advance expenditures were 
approved by Roy Ash. direc¬ 
tor of the White House Office 
of Management and Budget, 
in a letter to GSA administra¬ 
tor Arthur Sampson dated 
Aug. 21. 

Ash told Sampson he was 
granting the authority “in an¬ 
ticipation of reimbursement 
from a supplemental appro¬ 
priation under the Presiden¬ 
tial Transition Act.”

(UPI) — A truck driver was 
shot and wounded Friday in a 
wave of violence caused by 
new school textbooks which 
allegedly defame religion, 
morality and patriotism. 

"We need help," said Kana¬ 
wha County Sheriff Kemp 
Melton, whose 50-man force 
tried to contend with roving 
hands of pickets yelling 
"Burn those filthy books!" 

The driver was identified as 
Phillip Cochran. 30. an em¬ 


ployee of United Parcel Ser-' 
vice. A suspect,.who had been 
among the protesters, was 
held for questioning. 

Another man was wounded 
by gunfire at a truck com¬ 
pany picket line Thursday. 

"Mobs are ruling." said 
schools superintendent Ken¬ 
neth Underwood, who can¬ 
celled classes for 44.000 pupils 
and called off weekend school 
activities including football 
games. 

"The safety of our children 


is our paramount objective" 
he said. 

Governor Arch Moore of¬ 
fered to intervene in the dis¬ 
pute. which began on the 
opening day of school Sept. 3 
and stemmed from the school 
board's approval of a n e vy 
series of supplemental text¬ 
books for all levels 

The books weye labelled 
"filth" and "the work of the 
devil" by parents complaining 
of passages on topics such as 
prostitution, horn b-rrw king. 


marijuana and extremist poli¬ 
tics. 

Writings by such controver¬ 
sial figures as former Black 
Panther leader Eldridge 
Cleaver are included in the 
texts for older children. 

The handling of religious 
topics' in some of the dozens 
of books were a particular 
sore spot for the protesters 
They make the stories in 
the Bible sound like • fairy 
tales, myth*,'* said the Rev. 
Avis Hill. 
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
